corporation,but u|ion the God that made them, 
oiultiicy were answered in the sunshine and (he 
shower. Their flocks s|iorled in beauty and in 
gladness thro’ their smiling fields, their harvests 
ripened, their granaries fill’d. To these they look¬ 
ed for nurture—for protection to the brooding 
wings of the Almighty; and under their sha¬ 
dow, and amid tbe houseliold idols that blessed 
their domestic hearths, in the pride and unsul¬ 
lied nobility of their nature, they avowed "e- 
temal hostility to every kind of tyranny that 
can oppress llie mind of man.” Under the in¬ 
fluence of this high and holy resolve, the Bank, 
with all its train of intrigues and profligacies, 
has gone to the wall and a peal of popular tri¬ 
umph has been shouted at the polls, which will 
ring, I trust, with sickening agony in the ears 
of purse-proud usurpation, for an age to come. 

These are the men, Mr. President, that have 
demanded and will sustain the nomination uf 
the distinguished |<ersonage to wlxiso c haracter 
and patriotic daring I have just referred. 11 is 
frame, like that of our verable Chief Magis¬ 
trate, apteads every where—alike in the wil¬ 
derness and in the “city lull”—penetrating in¬ 
to the tar valleys, (limbing to llie hill-tn|is, and 
reaching, in its kindling, animating influences, 
every log cabin beyond the mountains, llis 
brilliant and successful struggles against the 
foul, adulterous union of Church and State, 
have consecrated his name to immortality. The 
emmneipat -d debtor, as he leaps from his pris¬ 
on and pallet of straw, slxxits forth hit praises 
—and the soldier of the revolution, as lie totters 
into his grave, teaches his children to love and 
venerate his nume. There is a voice from the 
great valley of the West, from all her cities 
and her cottages—there is a voice from the 
East, from llie North, and the South—there is 
• voice front llie Helds of the husbandman, from 
tbe workshops of the mec hanic, from the pri¬ 
mary assemblies of the People, from tlie con¬ 
ventions of neighborhoods anil of Stales, culling 
aloud for llie elevation of this-war-worn soldier, 
this tried and incorruptible patriot, this advo¬ 
cate of the destitute and the down-trodden, this 
friend to freedom and to man ! Such, sir, is 
Richard M. Johnson, ot Kentucky—a 
Republican in works, if no! in faith, as under¬ 
stood by llie Virginia delegation. I rejoice that 
this Convention, in making this nomination, 
have scouted all the subtle diplomacy of the 
poltician, and have freely responded to the 
warm, gushing affections of tlie millions tliey 
represent. They have nothing to fear lor the 
fete of their nominee: he is fnrtrcssed behind 
principles and popular attachments, impregna¬ 
ble as Gihraltcr. The Pcoplo have twined 
the wreath of glory around Ins brow—the har¬ 
py-hand of faction cannot tear it off, nor can 
(be sirocco breath of a myriad of calumniators 
wither the eternal freshness of its emerald. 

Mr. President, these remarks have been 
made wholly m defence, and not hy way of re¬ 
crimination. No imputation is designed to he 
thrown upon the distinguished friend of the 
gentleman Irnm Virginia. Of the talent, 
the patriotism, and llie democracy of Wm. C. 
Rives, I entertain the most exalted estimate.— 
I would not, if i could, pluck one sprig from 
the chaplet of renow n which adorns his brow. 
"He has worn his honors well, and may he 
wear them long.” In bowing totho right oil 
ineiroctkm and retiring from the Senate of the 
United States, again to submit his fortune to 
popular auffre„e. he bas made a sacrifice to 


republican principles, which docs credit to 
his party,—lo his State; which sheds lustre 
not only upon Ins own life, but U|mn the 
age in which he lives But, sir, he is yel 
in (lie flower of his manhood, with pros¬ 
pects (hut brighten every hour. This Conven¬ 
tion l.mc not disparaged or discountenanced 
his claims —they have only been postpontd. 

Mr. President, I would beg the delegates 
who have voted in the minority upon this occa¬ 
sion, to pause and reflect u|hmi the necessity of 
a prompt and cordial co-operation with the rna 
jority in the nominations made. Let no seeds 
of weak ness and ultimate overthrow be found 
in the present strength of the Republican party. 
True, that |>arty has warred uimn systems of 
slavery, and upon the father of systems, and 
lefl them prostrate tqion the field. It has 
grappled with the mammoth Bank, and the 
A merican aristocrats and British lories that 
sustained it—has triumphed, gloriously Iriump- 
ed over them all. The story of tlmt victory has 
gone abroad upon the wings of the wind—Slate 
liasspokcn it to State, city to city, man to min, 
in the tones of gladness and congratulation. 
The nation has awakened from its somnambu¬ 
lism—and the |wnic, with all its dreamy spec¬ 
tres ol ruin, has passed off. And that colassal 
moneyed power, which, in the arrogance of its 
strength, and in the guilt of its ambition would 
have flung a fetter u|mn every tree spirit in the 
Republic, smote by the arm ol popular indigna¬ 
tion, is now gasping in the agonies of its disso¬ 
lution. This splendid result, this sublime tri¬ 
bute te the incorruptibility and intelligence of 
the People, has strengthened the cause of liber¬ 
al principles throughout the habitable globe.— 
But I licseech gentlemen in the minority here, 
to remember that vigilance, action, UNION, 
firm and unshaken, can alone guard the Re¬ 
publican party from the insidious approaches 
ol their discomfited adversaries. 

|~ For though these adversaries have Imcn broken 
up anil scattered every where, disguising them¬ 
selves under every name, and assuming every

The Boston Commercial Gazette has the fol¬ 
lowing remark on this subject:

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Speech of Mr. Lytle, of Ohio, dolivered in 
the National Convention. 

Mr. LYTLE, of Ohio; rose am] addressed 
the assembly as follows: Mr. President, I 
should not have presumed to have occupied the 
attention of this enlightened body.ifi] were not 
from a long personal as well as political ac¬ 
quaintance with the distinguished individual 
who has been this day presented as a candidate 
for the Vice Presidency , and the unexpected 
character of the opposition it has met with 
from a single Statu. Tlie manifestations of 
good feeling, with which that nomination was 
received Irom all |«rts of the astambly, the 
lairness ol the circumstances under which it 
was made, induced the hn|>c that an undivided 
acquiescence in a vole at first so general, wruld 
have closed tl.c deliberations of tins assembly 
with exubation and harmony. Sir, 1 was n- 
mazed—I was slincked—from my knowledge 
of the man, ns w ell as from the demonstrations 
of good feeling that pervaded this house, lo 
hear the ‘‘democracy’’ of ‘‘old Tecumseh” ques¬ 
tioned! Sir, it is true, as has lieen remarked 
bv the eloquent gentleman from Knntuckv, 
(Mr. Holt,) that he is not apt lo draw stub'll* 
nr refined distinctions upon the great subject* 
of nationil |xilicy. It is also true, sir, that 
his heart is sometimes apt lo gel the belter of 
his head, and, in the plenitude of his gixxl foel- 
ing and hisdis|x>sition to otdige the whole hu¬ 
man family, sometimes lie may run counter 
to his lietler judgment; hut lo say the least ol 
it, it i» a worthy error, h can fasten upon him 
nothing like corruption—nothing like treache¬ 
ry—nothing like distrust with the democracy 
ol this naliixi. But, sir, 1 would rather look 
totho whole history of a man’s lilc, his deeds 
and his actions,than loan isolated vote,by which 
lo test his democracy, 1 would rather address 
myself lo the unheaied wounds of the veteran 
soldier, made, sir, in defence of the lilierlies of 
Ids country as a volunteer, throwing himself, 
uncalled for and unbidden, into the breach, to 
repel the invaders of bis native land, than at¬ 
tempt to corner him, us cherishing well settled 
and fixed opinions ol an obnoxious character, 
where the inference is to be forced from a sin¬ 
gle casual vote. Nearly thirty years has that 
man lieen the mere servant of his district. 
Sir, it was but the other day that I heard him 
make an spiral for the last lime to his consti¬ 
tuents. lie told them lie had served lliem for 
twenty-eight years, and he wished only to 
make it the “round number of thirty ” liefore 
he left them; altar which he had no desire to 
trespass upon them any longer; and they will 
sustain him without nmmsition — one wIkisc re¬ 
presentative t< r.Ti has been longer than unyo- 
tl.er living man ci|t boast ol; and who is now 
emphatically the patriarch of the House ! 

But,sir, he has not been the exclusive ser¬ 
vant of a single district. There is scarcely 
poor man in the country, a verleran soldier of 
(lie land,or an injuredsooofthcsea.who does not 
make Richard M. Johnson the organ of com¬ 
munication in appealing either to Congress or 
t • the Departments for the sat ■ action ofcfiiims 
which they have, or may have upon it lor re¬ 
muneration. lie lias ever been a slave to the 

C tie of these United States. He has lieen 
of a party man—less ofa sectional man in 
the course ol his legislative duties, than any 


expressed with llie unanimity that characteriz¬ 
ed the one ot lo-d.iy. I, sir, have ever admir¬ 
ed the character ol that individual, and he is 
dear to the People ol my section ol country. 

It was my humble lot lo lie a victim io 
the same principle in the defence and in 
thesuslainance of which that distinguished gen¬ 
tleman exhibited so illustrious and example. I 
mean the omnipotence nithe right of instruction. 

I glory in his course. I honored the man, and I 
honor the State t hat g ave him birth, for all that 
she has done for this Union from its commence¬ 
ment to the present time. As scions of the old 
mother, Ohio and Kentucky are united at this 
time in feelingand in principle with her. The 
precious legacy that she bcqieulhcd to the 
younger Slates when she set them up in polili- 
callile.were the doctrines of 1798; they es¬ 
teem uul they cherish them as llieir heart’s 
blood, and il there lie any deviation front these 
note, il is by tlie caprice of llie parent herself, 
and not bv tier children. Gladly wculd the west, 
if lie had been Ihe preferred candidate, have cast 
their votes for Mr. Rives; hut, surely, when 
the friends n( Mr. Johnson, three years ago, 
came forward and tixik the lead in withdraw¬ 
ing his name and surrendering his pretensions 
—surely, w hen llie utmost liberality has mark¬ 
ed llieir every action—when they have even 
sacrificed llieir persona! predilections u|xin the 
common altar of the country’s gixxl, and sub¬ 
missively bowed to the will of thu majority— 
when they acceded to Ihe pro|xisition, that not 
jess than two-thirds should ducido their choice 
in this election, which removed every obstacle, 
and obviated every difficulty—l say, after all 
this, anil tlie correS|x>nding magnanimity of 
oilier Stales, surely we limy safely appeal to 
the generosity, the true patriotism and justice 
ol the \ irginia delegation,and ask them now, 
in a spirit ol right, and of honor, to come out 
and sustain us; lo go with us und nut venture 
on their own account to go against us. Let 
them not tic the only fallen off. Pennsylvania 
has set a noble example, n sister Slate, und a 
|xiwerful one. Though strongly excited, (for, 
sir, from the double strength of her 
democracy alone, no doubt,) she has sent no 
less than two delegations here, w ho hai o gone 
together, hand in band, with us, agreeing to 
settle their domestic dilliculties at lioiue, where 
they should lie adjusted, ami to consummate 
the purposes for which this Isriy was convened. 

>» ill \ irginia,then,proud, democratic Virginia, 

lie less just than alt her ncighl ors? Is this the 
translation ol \ irginia Democracy? 

M ill she maintain that she goes for principle 
merely because her particular candidate and 
son, who has sacrificed himself to the highest 
and most im|xirtunt democratic principle, Ihe 
right of the majority to rule, is not the first 
choice of this convention? W ill her delegation 
disjiarage him und the State thoy represent hy 
withholding their content to this nomination.’ 

fear tliey will leave their friend anil our 
friend in no enviable |ioslure il such should he 
the decision. I tell them there is hut one 
feeling now towards him, il is that of high 
respect and lasting gratitude hy the whole 
democratic party of the Union; and if this lie 
not |the favored lime, his star is yet in the 
ascendant and a lew more years will witness 
lor him and them, and the country, its haimy 
and glorious cutRiinalion! 

But let her do now as she has done upon 
other occtsims.ahiJe hy the principles she has 
taught her children, by which she has enlight 
cned the world, and cement tlie Ixxid of union 
by licr present consentaneous action. 

It is not lo he done by tlie dis|xiragemcnt of 
another ,candidate; *uch should not tie the 
case whatever private sentiments may exist in 
reference lo him.

Let us, then, with Ihe feeling which wc here 
witness part as we have met, in peace, tat 
us recollect, that if there he any thing lieauli- 
lul in any form of conventional arrangement of 
which humanity ia susceptible, it is the feeling 
ol union and benevolence. Let us remember 
that if there be one among all the fountains 
which water (lie gardens of Paradise, more 
puro, more beautiful, more glorious, than ano- 


rcceivcd satisfactory explanations with regard 
lo llie President’s Message of December 2, 
1834. Now, we Imnlly know what explana¬ 
tions the French ^Jnvernment want. The 
President’s message sjxmks for itself. Its lan¬ 
guage can hardly be misiindcrs(ix»l. You 
must pay us our claim,or wc will make re¬ 
prisals ti|xm your property. Docs the French 
Government expect the President to take back 
what he raid in Ins message—tell them he did 
not mean any harm —is sorr y lo r wlmt lie said? 
We know ol no particular eTfilariltion Ythfch 
can lie given more than is already expressed. 
If France expects our Government to cringe 
and a|Xilngise, and beg as a favor what we 
deniandhs a right,she ex|tccts what she w ill 
by no means get.” 

This is almost tho universal sentimcnl of the 
op|Kisitioii press—even of those which, lor 
yarlv pur|x>ses, during the last session, raised 
thrirclamor lo countenance the assertions of 
Clay tun and others, who contended in Con¬ 
gress that there was couched, in tho firm, 
dignified, and temperate Message of the Presi¬ 
dent, mena.c and insult to France. But tlie 
Intelligencer,although compelled lo abandon 
Ibis ground, which il also assumed against llie 
Message, and to aiknowledge that it “would 
not require the President ul the United Stnles 
to retract any thing he said in his Message to 
Congress, or to ajxilogize lor it,” seems to 
think that “something is necessary to satisliv 
the resyuisition of the French Chamber." Il 
suggests that this may “be accomplished hy 


curred under ourown law, by an act of our 
own Government, over which the French Go¬ 
vernment could exercise no control,’' as an 
“absurd pretension." We have always sup¬ 
posed that'the parly failing tocmnply with tlie 
stipulations of a contract, und much more ol so 
sacred a contract as a treaty, was bound lo in¬ 
demnify lor llie loss sustained by the failure. 
And this, not because it is exacted by "ourown 
law,” hut because it is exacted hy all law and 
universal justice. We do not pretend to say, 
nor have we ever intimated, that France is 
Ixiuiul to pay (lie sum purloined by the man¬ 
agers of the Bank, under pretence of penal 
damages, on the protested bill, according lo 
the local laws. Tlie Bank was entitled to no 
such ikimagcs, because, amongother reasons, it 
never advanced a dollar of (he sum, upon Ihe 
nssumed advance of which, tho damages were 
claimed. But some trouble, expense, and in¬ 
convenience,resulted from tlie failureof France 
to meet the bill, und for this both the Attorney 
General, Mr. Taney, anil tlx; Secretary of the 
Treasury, Mr. Woodbury, have said tliere is 
n rightful claim Ibr damages. For this we 
hate no doubt the French Government will 
tender a remuneration; hut it is matter of such 
small consideration, that in all probability it 
never would be thought ofby ours. 


mere reference to the passage of the Prcsi 
Icnl’x Message which has been quoted, and to 
the satisfactory explanations on that subject, 
made by our Minister in Frame to Ihe French 
Minister of Foreign Affairs in January Iasi.” 
Can any thing be more ludicrous Ilian this, or 
belter adapted lo cx|k>su Ihe shallow devices 
und deceptions of tlieupjxisilion?

This may 
be considered in some soil an application nl the 
old say ing of‘the Imir ol the dog for the cure 
ofthc bite,” nml it may be well for those who 
have falsely insisted that there was real ciuso 
of offence contained in the Message,to resort to 
such quackery.

But it seems to us, alter the declaration made 
by Ihe French Ministry on introducing tho 
law for the indemnity tliey also aro estopped 
from making any demand for any explanation 
of the Message, even if the matter ot il were 
justly chargeable as being offensive. They 
assumed that fact as the basis of I heir nc.ioo 
and recalled (heir minister, hut still proceeded 
to propose the law for the execution oi llie trea¬ 
ty, because il was due lotlie American Gov¬ 
ernment and people, notwithstanding the Presi¬ 
dent’* Message, which they considered (he 

K of an individual,unsanctioned by lliat 
h of the Government necessary to make 
it the act of Ihe nation. Having proposed the 
appropriation to pay the debt due lo the nation, 
(the President’s Message being thrown out ol 
the question by this reasoning,) U|x>n what 
principle can tlie French Ministry demand ex¬ 
planation of a matter held by them lo tie 
merely personal, before they can comply with 
the obiigation acknowledged by the one nalioa 
to the other. In our opinion, there is no pre¬ 
text under which the debt, interest, and dam¬ 
ages fur^he detriment actually sustained l) 
the failure lo comply with tbe treaty, can be 
lor a moment withheld.

war with Great Britain. It is not possible that 
the freemen of this now happy country w ill ev¬ 
er consent to hazard Ihe adoption ol such expe¬ 
dients. To believe lor a moment that an a- 
malgamalion of these three parties, w hatever of 
leaven they may eeek to throw into Ihe mix 
lure, will produce better results, is an absurd 
ty. . As ruin to our liberties attends the suc¬ 
cess of any one of them, their union ljut en¬ 
hances our dangers. The pros|iecl before us, 
however,is cheering. Tlie recent accessions to 
our principles from quarters hitherto hostile, 
furnish reason for the belief that tlie alliance to 
which I have alluded is based only upon the 
lio|>es nl a few madly ambitious men, and is not 
seated in Ihe hearts of any considerable portion 
of the American peoplo. Let us (lien, my 
friends, meet the struggle before us with aug¬ 
mented resolution, put an end to the hopes of 
this singular opposition, give |>cuce to Hie coun¬ 
try, and security to freedom. 

I regret sincerely that my stay in (his flour¬ 
ishing, delightful town, mud necessarily he so 
short as lo forbid my acceptance of your kind 
invitation.

United States Bank.— The monthfr 
slatcment for Ihe 1st ot Alay is published— 
from which it appears tlmt the loans of the 
Bank, up to the 14th instant, amount lo 861,- 
919,435. The loans lor the month preceding 
were 60,100,216 — of course, the increase Sir 
thejlast month amounts to £1,819,209. This 
is the way in which panic-making Biddle 
“winds up tho affairs of Ihe Bank.’ From 
the first of November last, to tlie 1st of April, 
tho loans were increased'814,346,015—or 
nearly three millions a month —instead of de¬ 
creasing them two and a half millions, which 
the Bank declared, a year since, was absolute¬ 
ly ne«.cssary to its safely. 

It now appears, that in six month* only, 
from November 1st lo Alav 1st, Ihe Bank lias 
increased its loans over sixteen millions of dol¬ 
lars. 

The distribution of the loans of last month is 
remarkable. The whole amount discounted at 
the mother Bnnk and all the branches, in A- 
pril, was gl,819,209. Of this sum, Boston 
alone has received nearly OsE MILLION, 
beyond its former accommodation Tliere 
was a like <lispru|K>itinned increase in Philadel¬ 
phia mid N. York last year, previous to the r- 
icetions in those cities. 'Llie game ol corruption is 
re|ieatcd here.

CAPTURE OF A SPANISH SLAVER. 

A Spanish brig, of 300 tons, named the For¬ 
midable, which hai) acquired no small notorie¬ 
ty among Ihe British cruizers on the coast of 
Africa, by her own speed and the boldness and 
(lexlery of her captain, was captured on Ihe 
17th of December, off tlie mouth of the old 
Calabar river, hy his Britannic Majesty’s bri¬ 
gantine Buzzard. The action was commenc¬ 
ed hy the Slaver, alter a chase of some hours, 
and was maintained Ibr sometime with great 
spirit on l oth sides. At length the brigantine 
ran the slaver on lioanl, and the lal'.er almost 
immediately surrendered. Theca|»tain of tlxi 
Formidable, an officer of the S|wnish navy, 
behaved with great gallantry, fighting and en¬ 
couraging his men until ( disahled by three mus¬ 
ket wounds. The captors found on hoard tl*e 
prize, 700 slaves, and a crew ol sixty-six men, 
armed with muskets, pistols and cutlasses.— 
The battery of the slaver was eight guns. Four 
of the Spaniaids were killed, and 11 wounded; 
of the British, six wounded.

colored lemale children, about fivcorsix years 
o'd: The Captain of the brig was then l.ksn, 
intneustody, and was examined today before 
Judge Betts. From what hns as yet transpired 
it apfiears that the America, which lell tho 
port about eleven months ago on a voyage to 
the coast of A fries, went first to the Portuguese 
settlement of Luondo, where some persons who 
brought one of the children from the interior 
made it a present to Captain Miller, and the 
other child was made a present in him at 
Novorundn, whither the brig went to from 
Luondo. Oapt. Miller states that his intention 
was to bring up the children in his own family, 
and that lie look tbs children solely for that 
purpose. 

Judge. Betts ordered him to find hail in two 
sureties for $3000, and staled that tho punish¬ 
ment in case he was convicted of the charge 
against him, was imprisonment not less than 
three years nor more than seven; and moreover 
a fine not less than 81900 nor more than $5000 

Tlie children are strong, healthy, and good, 
looking, and seem to have been well tuken 
care of. They do not, of course, understand a 
word of English, but are remarkably opt in 
understanding signs, which they olicy with 
great docility and cheerfulness. They have 
been for tho present left in the care of the U.

The Wheat Crop. 


Tlie farmers ofVirgina, never, within the 
recollection of the oldest inhabitant, had so 
gloomy a prosjiecl for a crop, as at tlie present 
time. ’ From tlie commencement of Spring, 
we have liopod against ho|ie, thal some favora¬ 
ble change in tho wealher might revive the 
perishing remains of our cro|i*. But the 
question is now settled. Fields which in or¬ 
dinary seasons would bring twenty bushels to 
the acre, are ploughod up,and put in Indian 
com, or oats; nnd many of the most skilful nnd 
hillierlo successful farmers are willing to com¬ 
promise lor their seed. A few, a very lew, 
*ho arc peculiarly favored, will iloa little bet 
*er; hut there is now little doubt that a very 
large |mriion of the grain growing part of Vir¬ 
ginia will nol, 111k>ii an average, produce the 
•ecd which has lieen sown. In the most pro¬ 
ductive part of this country,two dollars a bush- 
*1 have been otic red nnd refused for seed wheat 
In litis disastrous condition of the farming in 
forest, wc are turning our fines to the South 


or reluctant spirit, work this mis¬ 
chief, (hat they provokethe people to do that for 
themselves which they sec their rulers are nol 
disposed to do for them. A backward govern¬ 
ment makes a forward |ieople. The dreaded 
pressure Irrim without is caused by the'vacuum 
of pur|>osc from within. A government which 
really desires the correction of abuses and 
resolutely applies itself to its object, will never 
have lo complain of the impatience or llio pco 
pie; lor, not only are the people just, nnd ready 
to make large allowance, when they have con¬ 
fidence in good intentions, hut moreover, they 
never will lake the trouble of bestirring them¬ 
selves while lliey arc assured that otiidfs, invent¬ 
ed with sufficient (Miners, are labouring for 
them. A popular movement is always refera¬ 
ble lo aggression or omission —The courseot 
good government is never troubled with it; and 
while statesmen arc working in the right direc¬ 
tion for Ihcpecple, if lliey have tocomplain, it is 
of inertness, not of inlcrference; for, so long as 
(here is confidence in the intentions and capacity 
ofjiersons in authority, it is difficult to get the 
people to move in their ownhclialf, even when 
there is occasion for their exertions in aid.”

The amount of Legigh coal ship|«d coast wise 
during the same year was 32,154 Ions, of which 
24, 000 tons we r® shipped from Newark.

during the year 1831, were as follows: 72 brigs,

transportation of cool from the Lehigh mines, 
is 22,150 tons; on the Schuylkill, 24,733. 

The'value of improvements and projicrty 
connected with and arising from the anthracite 
coal trade of Pcnnslvania, in tlie three great 
coal fields, is estimated by a committee of that 
State as follows, viz: rail roods and Canals made 
by companies and Individuals, including |>arl of 
the Stale Canals, 489 miles, 6,750,927 42; col¬ 
lieries, boats, cars, &c. 1,270,280; capital in¬ 
vested in coal lands; 4,900,000; mining capital, 
480,000; value of towns in the coal fields, 3,- 
374,000: making on aggregate of $ 19,186,- 
217, 42 to which may lie added Ihe value of 
tlie storoliouses, and other places, together with 
the value of vessels and capital employed ill 
shipping coal. 

The bituminous cool lands in Pennsylvania 
are supposed by the same Committee lo com¬ 
prehend an extent of 21,000 square miles, and 
I lie anthracite of 975 square miles.—Since the

1 call oa him on Sunday in summer time, about 
aa hour, before dinner, you will find hint sit- 
tioff in an arm-chair, on tlx lawn behind the 
house, with a straw hat on reading a Sunday 
paper.

it. This is to impress you—who are a young 
friend of the family—with a due sense ol (he 
excellence of tho garden, and the wealth of its 
owner and when he has exhausted the subject he 
goes to sleep. 

There is another ami a very different class of 
men whose recreation is their gulden. An in¬ 
dividual of this class resides some short dis¬ 
tance from town—say in tho Hamstcad-road, 
or the Kilburn-road, or any other road where 
the bouses are small and neat, and have little 
slip* of back garden, lie and his wife—wboi* 
as clean and compact a little body as himself— 
have occupied the same house ever since he re¬ 
tired from business twenty years ago.

In spring time, there is no 
end to the sowing of seeds, and slicking little 
bits of wood over them, with labels, which 
look like epitaphs to their memory; and in tlte 
evening, when the sun lias gone down, lire (>er- 
scverance with which he togs a great watering- 
pot about is perfectly astonishing. The only 
other re-creation he bus is the newspa|iers, 
which he peruses every day, from beginning to 
end, generally reading (lie most interestnig 
piece* of intelligence to the wife, during breuk- 
fast.

The wish of persons in tbe bumbler classes 
of life to ape the manner* anil customs of those 
whom fortune has placed above them, ia often 
the subject of remark, and not unlrequenlly ol 
complaint. The inclination may, and no doubt 
does, exist to a great extent among tbe small 
gentility, the would be aristocrats of the mid¬ 
dle classes. Tradesmen and clerks, with Court 
Journal Heading families, and circulating li 
brury-subscribing daughters, get up tavern as¬ 
semblies in humble imitation of Alu.ack’a, and 
promenade Die dingy “large room" of tome se¬ 
cond rate hotel with as much complacency as 
theinviablefew who are privileged to exhibit 
their magnificence in (lull exclusive haunt ol 
fashion and foolery. Aspiring young tallies 
who read flaming account* of somo “luncy fair 
»n high life," suddenly grow, desperately char- 
table, visions of admiration and matrimony 
float before their eye*; some wonderfully mer¬ 
itorious institution, which by the strongest ac¬ 
cident, in tbe world, baa never been heard ol 
rotor*, is discovered lo be in a languishing con¬ 
dition. Thompson’s great room, or Johnson's 
nursery ground, is forthwith engaged, and the 
*to^*®**d young ladies, from mere charily, ex- 
ntbit themselves for 3 days from 13 lo lour, for 
fbe small charge of one shilling per head.— 
*» ilh tfie exception of these classes of society, 
however, and a few other weak & insignificant 
persons, we do not think the contemptible at¬ 
tempt* at imitation, to which we have alluded, 
prevails in any great degree. The different 
character of tlx recreations of different class- 
has often afforded an amusement in our 
'**’** and musing*; and we have cbosoii it for 
Jho subject of our present sketch, in the hope 
that it niay possets some amusement for our 
trader*.

On a summer’s 
evening, when the large watering-pot has been 
tilled and emptied somo fourteen limes, and the 
old couple quite exhausted themselves by trot¬ 
ting about, you will sco them sitting happily 
together in the little summer house, enjoying 
tbe calm and peace of the twilight, and watch 
ing the shadows as they fall upon tho garden, 
and gradually growing thicker and more som¬ 
bre, obscure the tints af their gayest flowers;— 
no bad emblem of the years that have silently 
rolled over their heuds, deadening in their 
course (be brightest hues of early hope* and 
feelings which have long sinco faded away. 
These arc their own recreation*, and they re¬ 
quire no more; they have within themselves 
tlx materials ol comfort and content; and tlx 
only anxiety of each ia to die before tbe other. 
This is no ideal sketch; there used to be many 
old people of this description; their numbers 
may have diminished, and may decrease still 
more. Whether the course female education 
has taken of late days—whether the pursuit of 
giddy frivolities,snd empty nothing*—has lend 
cd to unfit women for that quiet domestic life 
in which they show far mere beautifully than 
in Ux most crowded assembly, is a question 
we should leel little gratification in trussing 
—we hope not. 

Let u. turn, now, lo anollier portion of the 
London population, whose recreations prerent 
as strung a contract as can be vve.l conceived 
—we mean the Sunday pleasures; and let us 
beg our redears lo imagine themselves station¬ 
ed by oursidu in some well known rural “Tea 
gardens." The beat is intense thia ulternoon 
and the |Xople, of whom there aro additional 
iwrties urriviug every moment, look us wurm 
us the tables which Imve been recently painted, 
and have tho uppeamneo of being red hot. 
What a dust and uoisu! Men and women— 
boys and girls—sweethearts and married |>eo- 
ple—babies in arms, and children in chuiscs 
—pi|ies and shrimps—cigars and (tcrriwinkles 
—lea and tobacco. Gentlemen in ularming 
waistcoats, lie steel watch guards, promenad¬ 
ing about,three abreast with surprisingdignity, 
(or,as (hegentleman in the next box lucetiously 
observer, "cutting it uncommon ful”)—ladies 
with great, while pocket hundkerchiefa like 
small tablo cloths, in their hands, chasing one 
another on the grass, in the most playful and 
interesting manner, with tho view ol attract¬ 
ing tlx attention of the aforesaid gentlemen— 
husband* in perspective, ordering bottles of 
ginger beer lor tlx object* ol their affectkxis, 
with a lavish disregard ol expense, snd the 
said objects washing down huge quantities ol 
s’srimpa” and “winkles,” wilh an equal dis¬ 
regard of their own bodily health, and subse¬ 
quent comfort—boys wilh great ailk hats, just 
balanced on the top of their beads,, amok ing 
cigar*, and trying to look a a, if they liked them 
—gentlemen ui pink ahirt* and blue waistcoats, 
occasionally upselling either themselves or 
soinepody else, with their own canes—and 
children of every age and sixe in incredible 
number*, from the boy ol on* in a straw hat 
and lace cockade, to the girl of twelve in a little 
scanty spencer, with « bwtver bonnet and green | 
veil. 

Some of tbe finery of these peoplo provokes 
a smile; but tlxy are all clean, and hapfiy, and 
disposed to be good-natured and sociable. 
Those two motherly looking women in the 
smart ixdiue*, who are chatting »o confiden¬ 
tially, inserting a “ma’am” »t every fourth 
wurd,*crupcU uu acquaintance about e quarter 
of an hour ago; it originated in aihuiration ol 
the little boy who belong* to one ol them that 


diminutive specimen of mortality -in (he three- 
cornered pink satin hat with black feather*. 
Tbo*e two men in the blue coat* and drab 
trousers, w be are walking up and down,smok¬ 
ing tlxir pipes, are their husbands. The party 
in the opposite box are a pre.ty fair apecimeu j 
of the generality of the visiters. There are 
tlx father and mother, and old grand-mother, 
a young man and woman, and an individual 
add re ssed by tlx euphonious, title of “Unde 
Bill," who it evidently the wit of the party. 
They have some half dozen children with 
them; but it is scarcely necessary to notice 
(ho fact, for it’s matter of courso hero. Every 
woman in “tbe gardens” who has been mar¬ 
ried lor any length of time, must have "had 
twins on two or three occasions; it’s impossi¬ 
ble to account for tlx extent ol juvenile po¬ 
pulation in any other way. 

Observe tlx inexpressible delight of the old 
grandmother at Uncle Bill’s splendid joke ot 
“toa for four; bread and butter for forty;” and 
the loud explosion of mirth which follows Ids, 
wafering a paper “pigtail" on tho waiters col- 
l»r. Tlx young man is evident“kcc, i igcom- 
imny" with Urc e Bill’s niece, and Uncle Bill’s 
hint*—such as “Don’t forget me at tlx dinner, 
you know.” “I shall look out for the cake, 
Sally." “I’ll he godfather to your first—wag¬ 
er it’s a boy,” and so forth,are equally embar¬ 
rassing to tlx young |x»ple, and delightful to 
(he elder ones. As to tho aid grandmother, she’s 
in perfect e *:acies,and does nothing but laugh 
herself inlo fifs of coughing, until they have 
finished tbe “gin and water warm with,” of 
which Uncle Bill ordered “glasre* round,” af¬ 
ter lea, “jist to keep the night air out, and do 
it up comfortable and riglar' arter silch a day, 
which certainly was ’rayther warm, as Ihe 
child said when it foil in the fire.”—It’s getting 
dark, and tlx people begin to move: tlx field 
leading to town is quite full of them; the little 
hand chaises are dragged wearily along: 
the children are tired, and amuso themselves 
and the company generally by cry ing,or resort 
to the much more pleasant expodicnl of going 
to sleep—tlx mothers begin to wish they were 
at borne again—sweetharts grow more senti¬ 
mental than ever as the lime for parting arrives 
—the gardens look mournful enough by the 
light of (he two lan'ern* which hang against the 
trees for tho convenience of smoker.—and the 
waiters, who have been running about inces¬ 
santly for the last six hours, think they tool a 
little tired, as tlxy count their glasses and tlxir 
gains. 

Thoreare many other classes who regularly 
pursue tlx same round ol recreation. The bet¬ 
ter description ol'clerks form rowing clubs, and 
dress themselves like sailors at tuncy balls; o- 
thers resort to tlx billiard tablo. Somo people 
pie think that the greatest enjoyment of exist¬ 
ence is (o stew in an unwholesome vault for a 
whole night drinking bad spirits and hearing 
worse singing: and others go half price to tlx 
theatre regularly every evening. A certain 
class of donkeys think the chief happiness ofhu- 
man existence is to nock at doors and run a- 
way again; and there are other men whose on¬ 
ly recreation is leaning against the post at 

ever be 

so long as it does not render a man absurd 
himself or offensive to others, we ho|x it will 
never bo interfered with, either by a misdirect¬ 
ed leeling of propriety on tho one hand or dotes- 
, table cant on the other.

The Apprentice System in Jamai¬ 
ca. —Recent advices from Jamaica, represent 
the condition of that Island to be such a* lo 
render it imperative that energetic means 
should lx adopted lo prevent it* ultimate des¬ 
truction. Every effort has been made by 
those who are opposed to tbe true interests of tlx 
Planters, to persuade tlxir brethren at borne 
that (he apprentice system is adapted to tlx 
purposes of iU institution, and that tlx Island 
is in a flourishing condition. Ureal Britain 
is thus deceived by information conveyod to 
them through a channel, corrupted by private 
into refit or a baser motive, and obtained prim¬ 
arily from sources upon which little if any reli¬ 
ance can be placed. In the House of Lords, 
March 17, the Earl of Mulgrave holds the fol¬ 
lowing language;—“Those who were most 
sanguine of the success of llmt measure, ftlio 
emancipation of the negroes) stated that they 
would take tho first crop us a criterion whcitxr 
or not that portion of labour under tlx uppren- 
tic system and tlx additional hours given to the 
laborer, secured u sufficiency of labor for the 
cultivation ol sugar. He was happy to slate, 
from the eource s of intelligence which he posses¬ 
sed, in fact from alt quarters, he understood 
that in almost every place, without exception, 
sufficient labor was afforded to suable them tv c it - 
ry on the cultivation of sugar ."—Tho Hon. 
WiHiam Miller, Gustos ol the Parish ol Trc- 
lawny, in Jamaica in his address, at a recent 
meeting of Proprietors planters and otlxrs con¬ 
cerned in the management of plantation in that 
Parish, staled:—“That ho travelled lately 
from St. Mary’s round the West end of the Isl¬ 
and, and ;iaid most particular intention to the 
slate of cultivation of tlx Sugar Estates ando- 
ther plantation. As for as his observation 
went, he found tlx cultivation generality 
neglected—tlx usual plant had not been 
put in, or llx ratoon canos cleaned—in 
many places the catx-fields were irrecovera¬ 
bly run over with wfibds, and the pastures also 
nogleted. From notes which he had taken and 
conversations had with experienced practical 
men, on different properties, he found them all 
to concur with him as to the miserable state of 
cultivation." Why is it that Great Britain 
manifests so little acquaintance with the true 
condition of her plantations in Jamaica? Why 
is it she does not listen to tlx proprietors; to 
those wboMinlarsIs are immediately concern¬ 
ed, and whose facilities of information and wil¬ 
lingness to impart it would atone*develope Ibe 
true aUte and condition of her insular planta¬ 
tions?—She may shut her eyes to tlx light 
which fact* display, and ckxe her ear* to the 
voice of reason; but she may yet be aroused 
Irom her apathy by • catastrophe which ap¬ 
pears now to be in a t ain of derelopement! 
By information obtained from source* entitled 
to the greatest credit, we are led to believe that 
Ux apprentice system will prove a total failure. 
—Willi all tbe advantages derived from for¬ 
mer years’ lobor and with the most propitious 
season* that could be desired, the present Su¬ 
gar crop will, il is stated, prove to oo short ol 
the average one. Tlx cause of this is sttribut- 
*d solely to the small amount of labor obtained 
from the apprentice* since the let August last. 
The work procured firom tho negroes, not with¬

Mr. VAN BUKEN’S LETTER. 

From the Richmond Enquirer. 

\V« ulie pleasure in submitting to our rea¬ 
der* the following interesting oorre»tiondonce. 
Mr. Van Buren’s reply was received liy M r. 
Stevenson in this city, on Friday last, the 
morning on which our last paper appeared 
Had it been received the day betore, it would 
hare superseded the necessity of the disclaimer 
which we made on Friday—viz. that wo had 
no arrangement with Mr. V. B. in 1829, or 
at any other time —that we had nerer pledged 
to give him our support, &c. Mr. Van Bu- 
ren goes further in the letter now before us. 
He challenges both friend and loc—lie defies 
all those who were once his associates, but arc 
now converted into his op|>nnen(s, to affirm 
that he has ever solicited their support, or ever 
sought any arrangement to obtain the nomina¬ 
tion, or to secure bis elevation. This is a 
bold and manly appeal—It is worthy or the 
man, worthy ol'tlie occasion. 

But the whole letter breathes the same lofly 
spirit. Bold and frank as this appeal is, it is 
nut more so than tlie pledge which lie odors, to 
remove any doubt which may be entertain¬ 
ed ot bis political opinions—if any doubt should 
exist—bv answering, on all suitable occasions, 
the enquiries of his tcilow citizens. For the 
present, lie contents himself with declaringthut 
he is prepared to carry out the principles of the 
present Administration, and to tread generally 
in the footsteps ol President Jackson. 

lie dwells most emphatically upon the val¬ 
ue of our institutions—and the “immense stake” 
which we hold “for the weal or wo of man¬ 
kind.” lie pledges himself, if he should lie 
found worthy of the confidence nf his country¬ 
men, lo watch over the “Union as tlio pal¬ 
ladium of our safety”—and by a few hut mas¬ 
terly strokes of the jicncil he delineates the 
lwo rules which are essential to its preserva¬ 
tion : the 1st is, lo exerciso the powers which 
are delegated lo the government, “in n spirit 
of moderation and brotherly love”—and the 2d 
is, “religiously to abstain from the assumption 
ol such (powers) as huve not been delegated 
by tlioconstitution.” Ujionlheso two great 
rules, iudeed, hang all the law uml the pro¬ 
phets. 

Wo cordially recommended the whole letter 
to the attention of the People.

this, they are indebted less lo salubrity of| 
climate and fertility of soil, than to our excel¬ 
lent system of Government; by which, more 
Ilian any other, every man is protected in the 
application ol his powers and faculties to his 
own benefit. That dissatisfaction should never¬ 
theless occasionally arise,even under the best 
administration, of a system capable of produc¬ 
ing such happy results, is not lo l>e wondered 
at. Until tlie wit of man shall lieahlc to devise 
some plan ot Representative Government, by 
which all who think themselves qualified, may 
lie,at the same time,admitted to a participa¬ 
tion in tlie administration of its affairs, wo must 
not cx|>cct to be relieved from Ihe spirit of 
complaint, nr even surprised to find it most 
vehement at a |>criod of the groalest prosperity. 
But between partisan complaints us to the 
management ofour Government, or even diver¬ 
sities nf opinion in relation to the wisdom of 
snp|Kised improvements in the details of its 
construction, and a desire to undermine nmi 
overthrow it, there is an immeasurable differ¬ 
ence. Whilst the one can, at worst, hut pro¬ 
duce partial and tem|>nniry obstructions in the 
dublic service, suet ess in the olher would in¬ 
evitably plunge our country, fiotn its prcscut 
lolly eiuince, into an abyss ol anarchy and 
ruin. 

We hold an immense slake for the weal or 
wo of mankind, to tlio importance of which we 
should not be insensihlo. The intense interest 
manifested abroad in every movement licro, 
that threatens the stability ofour system, shows 
the deep conviction w hich pervades the world, 
that upon its fate depend* liie cause of Repub¬ 
lican Government. The advoentes of moo 
archical systems have not been slow in per 
cell ing danger to such institutions in tlio per 
manency of our Constitution, nor backward in 
seizing upon every passingevent by which their 
predictions of its s|ieedy destruction could be 
in any degree justified. Thus fur, they have 
been disappointed in their anticipations, and 
the circumstances by which they were encour¬ 
aged, however alarming at Ihe time, have in 
the end only tended lo show forth the depth of 
that devotion to the Union, which is yet, thank 
God, tho master passion of the American 
bosom. 

Thoroughly convinced that Ihe overthrow of 
our present Constitution and tlio consequent 
destruction of I lie confederacy which it binds 
together, would be the greatest sacrifice of 
human happiness and hopes that has ever been 
made at the shrine of jiersonal ambition, I do 
not hesitate to promise you, that every effort 
in my |iowcr, whether in public or private life, 
shall be mado for their preservation.

LATEST NEWS FROM EUROPE. 

We have by arrivals yesterday, London, 
dvcrpool, and Paris new*|r.ipers of later dates 
than have been before received, Tho Albany, 
Captain Hawkins, from Havre, lurnishsd in¬ 
telligence from Paris to the 23d of April. Tho 
Britannia, from Liveinool, brings papers from 
that city to tlie first of May, and London In 30th 
Arpil, including the monthly magazines for 
May. 

The only political news of Interest brought 
liy these arrivals is wluit relates lo the matter 
pending between France and the United Slates. 
It would seem from tlie lone of Parisian journ¬ 
als that a very comprehensive apology is ex- 
(iccted from Ihe President of tho United Stales 
lor his “brutal language” towards France 
We aro afraid our "ancient ally” will bedisap. 
pointed. Mr. Livingston was about leaving 
France to return to this country. His arrival 
may be looked for daily.

OF SPANISH 1 IRA 1 ES* The Spanish Consul having requested that 
Thursday, June 11,1833. the bodies might not lie given to the Faculty, 


Pursuant to previous arrangement, Captain 
Don Pei> no Gibkrt. and Juan Montenegro. 
Manuel Castillo, Angel Garcia and Manuel 
Boyga wero yesterday morning summoned to 
•repare lor their iminodinte execution, agreea¬ 
bly to their sentence, lor having, while belong¬ 
ing to the schooner Panda, committed piracy by 
robbing the brig Mexican ol #20,000 undalter- 
wards attempting to destroy the crow and all 
evidence of llieif crimo, by setting lire to the 
vessel. It is understood, that when the prison¬ 
ers became thoroughly convinced that there 
was no longer any ground to hope lor a further 
respite they entered into a mutual agreement 
to commit suicide on Wednesday night.—An¬ 
gel Garcia made the first attempt, in the cven- 
mg, by trying to open the veins in each arm, 
with a fragment of a botllo, but was discovered 
be lb re be could oftecl his purpose, and a stricter 
guard was allerwards maintained U|ion all ol 
them during the remainder of the night, and 
every thing removed with which they might 
be sup|xired to renew any attempt u|>on their 
own fives. 

Yesterday morning, however, about 9 n- 
clock, while the avenues ol the jail resounded 
with the heavy sleps of a host of acting mar- 
•hals, and the “busy note of preparatioii”«lruck 
solemnly upon the ears of the spectators within 
reach ol its echo, Boyga succeeded in indict¬ 
ing a deep gash on the left side of his neck, 

With a piece uf tin. Thootlicer’s eye had been 
withdrawn from him scarcely a minute, before 
be was discovered lying on bis pallet, with a pe- 
cular trembling of his knees, which induced 
Hie officer to examine if any tiling had sudden¬ 
ly happened to him. They found him covered 
with blood, and nearly insensible; medical aid 
was at hand, anil the wound was immediately 
•owed up, but Boyga, who had funded from 
loss of mood, never revived again. Two cath¬ 
olic clergymen, the Rev. Mr. Vurella, a Span¬ 
ish gentleman, anil pnslor of the Span /sh con¬ 
gregation at New York,and Rev. Mr. t'urtin, 
of this city, were in close attendance u|khi the 
prisoners during Ihe whole morning; and at a 
quarter past ten, under the escoit of the Mar¬ 
shal and his deputies, accompanied them to the 
gallows, erected on an insulated anglu uf land 
In the rear of the jail. 

When Hie procession arrived at the foot of 
the ladder, leading up to Ihe platform of the 
gallows the Rev. Mr. Vurella, looking directly 
at Captain Gibcrt said—“Spaniards, ascend 
to heaven.” Gibcrt mounted with a quick step 
Jt was followed by his comrades at a mine 
moderate pace, hut without the least indication 
of hesitancy. Boyga, unconc ions ol his situa¬ 
tion and destiny was carried up in a chair mid 
•ealed lieneatli the rope prepared for him. G ili- 
ort, Montenegro, Garcia, and Castillo, all 
•niiled auhduedly as they look their appointed 
stations on the platform. Judging only from 
Gibert’sair, carriage and unembarrassed eye, 

•a he glanced at the surrounding iiiuitiludc,und 
surveyed t!>o mechanism of his shameful death 
he might hare well been mistaken tor an olliier 
in attendance, instead of one ol the d kiiii* I. 
With the exception of repeating his praters 
.after the clergyman, he S|vike hut little. Souu 
after he ascertained his |>osition on tl e stage, he 
i«ft it and |>assing over to the sjsil where the 
apparently lifeless Boyga was seated on the 
chair, hent over his shoulder and kissed him 
■very affectionately.

the clergymen. Addressing his followers, lie 
•aid—“Boys, we are gaing to die, hut let us 
l>e firm, fur we are innocent." To M r. Pevlon 
removing his linen collar,and handing it to him 
lia said—“This is ail i have to pari with, take it 
Mi a keepsake. 1 die innocent, hut I’ll die like 
M noble Spaniard. Good bye, brother, we die 
in the hope of meeting you in heaven.” Mon¬ 
tenegro and Garcia, (hough exhibiting no ter¬ 
ror, vociferated iheir innocence, exclaiming— j 
^'Americans, wo arc not culpable—we are in 
nocenl; bat we lorgiveall who have injured us ” 
Gnitilloaddressed hint sell to an individual w horn 
lie recognized in the trout rank of the officers 
lvehiw the stage, and said—“ Adieu my friend 
—I shall aee you in heaven—I do not cure so 
much about dying,ns to have the Americans 
think I am guilty[culpable.] All of them 
•xpresaed great sulislaclion al the intelligence 
of Be Soto’s reprieve. 

Tlte Marshall having rend the warrant (hr 
their execution, and staled that l)e Solo was 
respited lor 60 days, and Ruiz lor 30, Hie ropes 
were adjusted round the neck of the prisoners, 
anil n slight hectic flush spread over Hie counte¬ 
nance of each, but not nn eye quailed,nor a lunli 
trembled, nor a muscle quivered. As Ihe cap 
was about to tie drawn over Gibcrt’* face, the 
S|ianiih Priest fervently embraced him, and 
during the operation of covering the face of the 
others, the Rev. Mr. Curtin advanced to the 
railing ol the rtage, and read a brief declaration 
on behalf ol the prisoners, addressed to the citi¬ 
zens of A meric* assembled, selling forth that 
as at tlte trial they had declared their innocent c, 

• o they did bow continue to do so. Roygu’s cap 
•nd rope were adjusted, as he sal, sup|x>rlcd l>v 
an officer, in the chair, which was so placed us 
to (all with tlte drop. 

Ala quarter before eleven, niter every pre- 
paratton was completed, and while they were 
repeating to themselves, m scarcely audible I 
tones, their prayers, Deputy Murshal Buss 
suddenly cut live small cord which restrained 
the spring, and (he plntforin fell without e- 
veo the cracking of a hinge. In lulling, Boy¬ 
ga’* chair struck against (lie hollies of tlie 
Oaplain and Garcia. Boyga struggled slight¬ 
ly once after his descent; and Montenegro 
and Castillo but little; Captain G. did not 
die quite (o easily, the rope being placed le- 
bind his neck. Garcia struggled most and 
longest—about throe minutes. After liemg 
•us|temled 30 minutes, the physicians hi at¬ 
tend ance pronounced them dead, and they 
were cut down, and placed ir. black coffins, in 
readiness in the yard. 

After the execution was over, Ruiz, confin¬ 
ed in his cell,atlraclcd considerable attention,by 
his maniac shouts and singing. At one time, 
boldine up a piece of blanket, stained with 
Uoyga’s blood, ha gave utterance to his ravings, 
in a sort of recitative, the burden of which 
was—“This is the red (lug my companions 
died under.” 

The crowd assembled on (Itisoccasion, is es¬ 
timated at from 20,000 to 30,000, and occupied 
•very point that afforded the least opportunity 
for witnessing the execution. The roolsol u 
couple of sheds, contiguous to the jail yard, 
gave way beneath the pressure of the numbers 
wlio had sealed themselves on them; and there 
were two or three avalanches of men and hoys, 
mne of whom wore considerably injured. The 
sensation created by Iheir fall was the appear¬ 
ance of disorder nianilosted by the multitude 
during the whole scene.

The fate of Mrs. Alston, the accomplished 
lady of Governor Alston, of South Carolina 
and daughter uf Anion Burr, has been shroud¬ 
ed in mystery for more than twenty years 
Occasionally, indeed, some gleams ol light 
have been thrown around ncr melancholy end 
and tlte belief is that she fell a victim to pira¬ 
tical atrocity. Some three years ago it was 
currently reported that a man residing in one 
of tho interior counties of this State, made 
soiiii) disclosures on his death-bed, which 
went to confirm the confessions previously 
made by a culprit on Hie gallows, that the 
vessel in which Mrs Alston sailed, was scut 
tied for the sake of her plate and effects. The 
following article, which wo copy from the 
Alabama Journal, goes lo throw some ad 
dilional light on the subject. The facts men 
tioned in it arc nntv to us, and will be, prob 
ablv, Inmost of our readers. 

' CONFESSION OF A PIRATE. 

The public no doubt remembers the story of 
Hie daughter ol Aaron Burr, who was the 
wile of Governor Alston, of South Carolina. 
On ihe return of her father from Europe, about 
the year 1812, she embarked from Charleston 
on a visit lo hint at New York, on board u 
privateer built vessel, and w as never heard ol 
afterwards. It seems that her friends at first 
thought that the vessel had fallen into Hie 
hands of pirates and uflerwards concluded that 
it was wrecked and lost. It appears from 
the statement of a respectable merchant at 
Mobile, that a man died in that city recently, 
w lio confessed lo his physician on his dying bed, 
Unit lie bad been n piruie.and helped lo destroy 
the vessel, and all the crew and passengers, on 
which Mrs. Alston bad embarked tor New 
York. lie declared, says this gentleman, that 
alter the men wero all killed, there was an 
unwillingness on the part of every pirate to 
taka (be lile of Mrs. Alston, who had nut resist¬ 
ed them, or (ought Ilium, and therefore they 
drew lots which should perform the deed, as it 
had to be ilono. The lot foil on this pirate, 
w ho declares that lie effected his object of put¬ 
ting the lady lo death, by lady to death, hv 
laying a plunk along the edge of the ship, on it 
and hall off or over the edge, and made Mrs. 
Alston walk on that plank till it tilledover in¬ 
to the water with her. The dying pirate ru- 
,quested his physician to make this story pub¬ 
lic, Dul Ids surviving family will not permit 
or consent that the name of the deceased should 
Le known.

Banks are the creatures of legislative pow¬ 
er, and on Ibis |H>wcr is devolved a respon¬ 
sibility lor llie faitblul and salutary administra¬ 
tion of Iheir affairs. There is a constant ten¬ 
dency on the part ol Bunks to increase and 
extend their circulation. Banks are anxious 
lo increase their profits, and individuals lo in¬ 
crease their business. The constant operation 
ol these two causes is, to keep the community 
Hooded with the lull amount ol bank paperwl.icli 
can be kept out. This iimoul is frequently ex¬ 
ceeded, and a reaction tikes place. It is 
found necessary to diminish the amount; and to 
accomplish this, individuals are pressed for 
payment; the usual accommodations are with¬ 
held—distrust and want of confidence ensue, 
anil distress und ruin follow. There are llnc- 
tualions in Inisinc-s, under uny circumstances 
and there w ill be a season of prosperity and ad¬ 
versity in all countries; but liaise changes 
which nre natural and w hich arise from the 
operation of physical and political causes, in 
countries where lhero is paper circulation, tliore 
are supcrudtlcd changes which arise (rnm 
causes peculiar lo themselves. The fluctua¬ 
tions in business arc found to bo most frequent 
in those countries which have a piqier curren¬ 
cy , and to be about in proportion to the ex¬ 
tent of the paper medium. In addition to those 
fluctuations incident lo our system ot banking, 
anil which are inseparable from it, fluctuations 
in business may be designedly occasioned, by 
sudden and great contractions and expansions 
ol circulation. Tho Stale Banks are so cir- 
cuimcribcd in their capitals,an.1 the sphoro ol 
Iheir operations is so limited, that, separately, 
but lilile is to I c feared from (hem in this res¬ 
pect, uml a comtiinul’on would bo attended 
with so many dilticii tics, that it may Le re¬ 
garded as scarcely practical le. 

1’he United States Bank is differently siloat 
ed—its immense capital and its extension into 
every section of our country, give it means 
which no other bank lias. It is an engine 
which may l:e wielded with most disastrous po¬ 
tency. It is capable even in a time of peace 
and prosperity, of convulsing the whole coun- 
ry; and in a time of adversity uml w ar it might 
fix our destiny as a nation. 

In view of the evils which have been nnd 
which may be brought upon our country by 
our system of banking, some have come to the 
conclusion Hint llie evils mure than balance the 
xxl, und that onr situation would have been 
-JrjllS ,ler than '* n<l bank had ever been 
established ill the country. Be this ns it may, 
the system is now upon os, and the question 
is how sball it be regulated? 11 we cannot rid 
lurselvcs of the evils, we can al least mitigate 
them. 

The first hank in the country, of which wc 
havo nil authentic account, was established in 
the city of Philadelphia in llie jenr 1782. It 
bud many difficulties to contend with; coiili- 

wns still rc- 
iiuc before the 

bills could be made to circulate. This was 
eventually accomplished; and the extent of the 
business of the bank was such that they were 
soon enabled lodvidc fourteen per unit, yearly, 
on their capital. The prejudices ol the |«oplu 
against tho whole system of banking were 
strong, but worcovercomc, and llie bank main- J 
(■lined its ground. So profitable a business 
could not long be innnopfizcd by a single com¬ 
pany; other banks were rixmi afterwards es¬ 
tablished, and the number lias been gradually 
ami constantly increasing to the present time. 
They now pervade every Stale and almost 
every |M>pulous county ul the Union.

generally considered bibulous; but some of our 
lellow-citizens have lately had occularevalenco 
that there aro such “varments.” Welmvitbeen 
informed by two respectable gentlemen that 
Air. John Scott of this county, while walking 
along tho western declivity oi the Bloc Ridge 
a few w eeks since, was astonished, almost to 
petrifaction, by seeing a snake, rolling down 
the bill in liiu form of a hoop, and, “lor alt the 
world,” just like a hoop trundled bv a school¬ 
boy, or any other boy. After rolling some 
distance, it ceased ils circumgyrations; lost 
indeed, ils gyrnus form, and spread at full 
length upon the sod. Air. .Scott approached 
the spot and killed it; when, “miraide diclu!” 
wonderful lo relate!—it had driven ils tail 
some inches into the earth. The extremity ol 
the tail resembled a spike, being very bard 
and tapering lo a paint, ll is said, loo,to be thu 
virus or poison. 

Another snake of the same kind was ki.lctl 
shortly afterwards, in the same neighborhood, 
by Mr. Joeil Perejoy. Both of these natural 
curiosities were taken but a lew miles Irom this 
place.

Extracts of a

letter from Wash fog ton, 

April, 1835. 

Our countryman, (Jen. Scoll.lcft hero Ibis 
morning for bis Head-Quarters in New York. 
He has been very laboriously engaged here 
lor the lust two weeks, in discussing and ex¬ 
plaining before a Hoard of Officers, bis system 
of discipline for the Army ol the U. Stales, 
which bo has prepared with great care, in o- 
bedicnce to a resolution of Congress passed the 
session before the last. The work, of itself, I 
am informed, will do him much honor, anil 
will add greatly lo his military Inmu. lie has 
been laboriously employed in preparing it, fur 
the lust 15 or 18 months, nnd lias brought into 
it many valuable principles from 1 ho French, 
Russian, German, and Prussian Authors, ns 
well as from llio English. It was unanimous¬ 
ly sanctioned by the Distinguished Hoard ol 
Officers lo whom it wus submitted, without 
any alteration. Among these Officers, were 
(Jen. Macomb, tlio Commandcr-in-Cliiefol 
• the Army, Gen. Jesup, Gen. Tow son, Gen. 
iRogcr Jones, Gen. Gibson, Gen. Fenwick, 
<Gen. Wool, und Col. Croglian. Thai bis mi¬ 
litary work consisting of 3 volumes, should 
. have.met with the unanimous approbation of 
.sucfi.meo, could not Imvo been otherwise tlmn 
.extremely gratifying to him. 

Thai it would liavo been well done, is wliaj 
every one expected; lor wlinl work, us a sol¬ 
dier, did ever Scott undertake that wus not 
well performed ! His gallant comrades, com- 
jiosing this Hoard, who have seen him so nftct*= 
in trying .circumstances, when his military 
skill and talents were fully tested, can answer 
lliu question. IUs work , at Chip|s > wn, never 
wnS surpassed in style, on this continent—or 
that of Bridgewater, in the heroic energy with 
which the business of the evening was des¬ 
patched. The first, you recollect, wus |ier- 
/lormed in nn open field, on an extensive plain, 
under a clear, bright sun, in July. It was a 
■lairopon-liold fight,of two highly-disciplined 
armies, led on by as gallant Officer*, on both 
sides, ns ever appeared u|ion the field ol battle. 
The skilful military movements of Scot I, up¬ 
on this plain, united to the heroic courage ol 
his officers and men, whom he had hi nisei I dis- 
ciplined and drilled and prepared for battle, n- 
cliievad this brilliant victory over superior 
number*. 

“Such was the balllo of Chippewa, (says 
his biographer,) ns it appeared to the eye of a 
scientific soldier. But wo have heard it des¬ 
cribed by others who viewed it with an un- 
proctisod and less military eye, ns one of the 
most brilliant spectacles which could well be 
conceived. The day was clear and bright, the 
sun still high in the Heavens; the plain such 
as might have been selecled fur n parade or a 
tournament; tho troops on both sides, though 
not numerous, admirably disciplined; the Gen¬ 
erals Wading on their columns in person; llio 
glitter of the arms in the sun; the precision and 
distinctness of every movement, were all cal¬ 
culated to carry the mind bock lo the scenes of 
ancient story or poetry—to llio plains of Lati 
um or of Troy,and all those recollections which 
fill the imagination with image*of personal he¬ 
roism ami romantic valor. This vtclorv was 
achieved, bo it remembered, ovor British 
troops, highly disciplined nnd superior in num- 
licrs to those commanded by Scott, of more 
than one third.—This lacl wus fully and satis¬ 
factorily ascertained afier the battle. "It was 
attended with llio most important consequen¬ 
ces. It gave to the Army a confidence in their 
own skill nnd prow ess, and dissipated at once 
the dread wfiicl* had boon inspired by tho nii- 


Ihese moments of tcuqiorury panic on one side, 
or excitement on (lie other, which sometimes 
give a victory to irregular courage over veter¬ 
an and disciplined valur. 

In Ins official re|Mirl, Gen. Scott says of this 
gallant Brigade, “that every man and ofevery 
grade evinced nn ability to meet even a greater 
shock than that encountered,with like success— 
This was most conspicuous in tho very crisis 
of the action. Conduct universally good leaves 
little room for discrimination.—To mention 
them in the order of their rank, (I know ol no 
other in this case,) majors Jesup, Leavenworth 
nnd M Neil, and Capl. Townson, ilcsorvo eve¬ 
ry thing which coiispicinus skill and gallantry 
can Iio|pc from a grntolul country.” 

“ I'd linvc formed his troops “says the writer 
nbove alluded to, “at once lo such unliirniity 
ol excellence — lo have as it were struck out at 
a heat such'perfection of discipline, is a degree 
of military merit which can gain no lustre 
Iroin the eulogiuni of‘the book-learned theo¬ 
rist.’ \V lien this talent is united to personal 
courage and with that presence of mind anil 
quickness olprcception nnd decision, which 
enable llieir |M>ssessor to wield nl will llio wea¬ 
pons lie has thus formed, there is nothing want¬ 
ing to complete the character of un accomplish¬ 
ed General. 

The inspiring effects of this victory to tho 
American troops, was 20 days afterwards most 
gloriously displayed in the celebrated mid most 
Moody battle of Bridgewater, in which Scott 
Inst in killed nnd wounded, nearly one hair his 
Brigade; and after having 2 horses killed un¬ 
der him wus most severely yvoumlcd himself, 
and was curried off the field steaming with 
blood.—He was shot through tho shoulder 
with a musket bull about 10 o’clock at night, 
just before the final close of the action —The 
battle commenced ahout half an hour before 
sunset, and was fought principally by n bright 
moonlight, within sound of the great falls of 
Niagara. The heroic courage displayed liy 
the troops on both sides in this <!cs|>cralo and 
sanguinary <onflict—the roarol nrtillery ming¬ 
ling with that ol the ningnificicnt cataract—the 
lime in the evening yvlien the battle was fought, 
all united to make it r scene more highly cal¬ 
culated to inspire feelings oil lie moral sublime, 
Ilian almost any other mat wc cun bring be¬ 
fore our imaginations.—The following is the 
interesting account given of it by the accom¬ 
plished writer before alluded to. Alter des¬ 
cribing tho previous movements of the Army 
he proceeds: “Notwithstanding their superi¬ 
ority of numbers, General Scott resolved 
on un attack; wailing unly to communi¬ 
cate this information In the commanding Gen¬ 
eral, lie advanced u|>on them, nnd by the time 
the message had been delivered, the action 
hud been commenced,and had already become 
c lo*o null gouvral muua. Hum tiefora ilia reiimin- 
dcr of the division had crossed the Chippewa.” 

Tho enemy had already 1500 men in the 
line; the remainder of Drummond's army w ere 
on the march from Fort George : and arrived 
successively at intervals of lo or 20 minutes. 
Of the line in view, the left rested on the road, 
between which and the river, there was a 
space of -2 paces in breadth, covered by woods. 
Maj. Jesup, sustained by Col. Brady, wus or¬ 
dered to penetrate this wood, and to turn the 
enemy's lull wing. The action now opened in 
front on the part of Scott's ur ill 'ry and his two 
remaining battalions. The dragoons were not 
engaged on either side. The enemy, finding 
(hat lie was far out-lhinked on his right, threw 
forward two battalions to take our army on the 
left. These w ere promptly beaten out of the 
field. At the same moment the action was 
desperately contested in front by Tow son axil 
Col. Brady, whilst Jesup completely succeeded 
in turning the enemy’s left, taking prisoner 
Ala. ■or Gen. Reall nnd several other officers on 
the roar nnd (lien charged buck through the en¬ 
emy’s line, cutting off n |iortion of that wing, 
ami showing himself again to his own army in 
a blaze of fire. The action which had com¬ 
menced half nn hour liuforo sunset, had now 
lasted until about half after eight. The ene¬ 
my’s right wing had been beaten out of the 
field, liis left turned nnd cut uff; his centre n- 
lonc remained firm, resting nn n height consid¬ 
erably nhove the gnncrul elevation of llio ridge, 
and supported by nine pieces ofartillcry. But 
fresh Initiations were joining the enemy every 
instant from below. Such was llio stale of tho 
action when Mujor General Brown arrived 
with tho reserve, after the battle had 11 1 u9 rag¬ 
ed for an hour and forty minutes. The remain¬ 
der of the action, after General Brown had as¬ 
sumed the command, cannot he heller related 
thun in his own words. 

•‘Apprehending,”says lie, “that these corps” 
(those of Scott’s iirigade) “were much ex¬ 
hausted, and knowing that they had suffered 
severely, I determined to interpose a new line 
with the advancing troops, and thus disengage 
Gen. Scott, and hold his brigade in reserve. 
Orders were accordingly given to Gen. Rip¬ 
ley. The enemy’s artillery occupied a hill, 


nnd wounded, out of 920, including in this num¬ 
ber more Ilian 30 officers. 

“During this engagement the moon shone 
bright nnd clear, hut lor more than two hours 
the hostile lines were within twenty yards of 
each other, and so frequently intermingled, 
that officers would often order an enemy’s pla¬ 
toon. 

“Such w as the battle of Bridgewater, as It is 
called.—But why of Bridgewater? It was 
fought near the mighty cataract of Niagara,and 
within th; sound ol its thunders. Let it, then, 
he called the buttle of Niagara, for it is worthy 
of that name. 

“This battle was, in proportion to the num¬ 
bers engaged, the most sanguinary, nnd deci¬ 
dedly the best fought, ofany action which ever 
took place on the American continent. “AVo 
had no such fighting in our wnias one of the 
bravest soldiers of the Revolution often said to 
the writer of this article. The rc|>catcd charg¬ 
es and nctual contest with llio bayonet, are n- 
lone sufficint lo render this bnttlo remarkable. 

The actual fight with the bayonet is, in fact, a 
tiling of very rare occurrence. We have heard, 
on good aulhoiity, (hat Gen. Moreau lias said, 
that ke never saw it lo any extent more than 
twice—one side or the other almost always 
breaking before the bayonets crossed. Somoof 
the captive officers of the enemy have declared, 
that there our troops exhibited, not only the 
most undaunted bravery, bill n proficiency in 
tactics nnd military skill which would Imvo 
done honor lo veterans. In particular, 'lie 
charge ol C’ol. Miller has been represented by 
one of those gentlemen, who had served in 
Spain, as having surpassed any thing of the 
kind ho ever saw, except the storming of St. 

Sebastian’s. 

“This is neither the occasion, nor tho place, 
to expatiate nt large on the gallant bearing of 
those who fought, and those w ho fell, on limt 
signal day. A ct, in draw ing up this hasty 
sketch of the military life of (Jen. Scott, it was 
with pleasure that wc have sometimes turned

Washington, July 11, 1S34. 
Dear Sir: —I owe you un apology for not 
having sooner acknowledged the receipt ol ypur 
obliging letter ol 26th May. My opinions on 
the subject of Congress over slave priqiprly in 
the Southern States, are so well understood by 
my friends, lliul I am surprised tlmt an attempt 
to iui|M)sc upon the public respecting them 
should be hazarded. 

The subject is, in my judgment, exclusive¬ 
ly under the control of tho Stale Governments; 
and I am not npprised, nor do I believe tlmt a 
contrary opinion, to an extent deserving con¬ 
sideration, is entertained in any part of the U- 
niled States. The charge, therefore, to which 
you have had the goodness too cnll my attention, 
that I “uni in favor of the interference by Con¬ 
gress, in manumitting your slave property,” is 
destitute of foundation: so far from it, I do not 
see on what authority tho Gcncrcl Govern¬ 
ment could interfere, without a change of the 
Constitution, even at the instance of cither or 
all of the slave holding States.

Of Ibis latter parly, 
Mr. Van Burcn was, and had beon for years, u 
prominent roemlier. Several attempts were 
made in the session ol 1819, lo elect a Senator. 
Hut as three Candidales were voted for: Mr. 
King bv the Fetleralsls, Mr. J. C. Spencer 
by the friends, and Mr S. Young hy the op- 
|HiiMnts, of Governor Clinton, and as each par¬ 
ty adhered to Ha own candidate, these attempts 
were unsuccessful. At the next session of the 
Legislature, in January 1820, all parties united 
in the support of Mr King. Colonel Young, 
who had been supported the previous year by 
Mr. Y’an Buren, and who was himselfa mem¬ 
ber of the Slate Senate, withdrew bis name, 
and united in supfiort of Mr. King. That gen¬ 
tleman, accordingly, received every vole in the 
Scnate^nd all but three in the popular branch. 
So far as Mr. V. B. wns concerned in this 
matter, his reasons are on record. Before the 
meeting of the Legislature, he addressed a com¬ 
munication, published in pamphlet form, to his 
political iriend in that body, advising them to 
vole for Mr. King, and slated without resorvo 
his reasons for such advice. This appeal was 


extensively circulated at the time,and a copv ol 
it has recently been transmitted to Mr. RiRliio. 


1830, in reply to a communication addressed to 
him by John Bolton, Esq., for the very pur- 
|iosc of eliciting evidence of northern sentiment 
on this subject,Mr. YVebster says: “In my opin¬ 
ion, the domestic sluvery of the southern Stales 
is a subject within the exclusive control of the 
States themselves; and this, I am sure is the 
opinion of the whole North. Congress has no 
authority to interfere In tho enmiicqiation of 
slaves, or in the treatment of them in any of 
the Slates. This wns so resolved hy the House 
of Representatives, when Congress sat in this 
city, (New York,) in 1790, on the report of a 
committee, consisting almost entirely ol nor¬ 
thern members; and I do not know an in¬ 
stance ol the expression ol a different opinion 
in either House of Congress, since, I cannot 
say particular individuals might not possibly ba 
found who sup|iose that Congress Inay (Hissess 
somo power over tho subject; but I do not 
know any such persons, anil ill here bo any, 1 
am sure they are few. The servitude of so 
great a portion of the imputation of tho South 
is, undoubtedly, regarded ut tho North ns a 
great evil, moral and |>oliticnl; and tho dis 
cussions u|>on it, which have recently taken 
place in the Legislatures of the several slave- 
holding States, have been read with very ilocj 
interest. Il is regarded, nevertheless, ns un 
evil, tho remedy for which lies with those 
Legislatures themselves, lo lie provided nnd 
applied according lo their own sense of policy 
and duty. The imputations which you say, 
ami say truly, are constantly made against the 
North, nre, in my opinion, entirely destitute of 
any just foundation.” If it he even admitted, 
that there are more (icrsons nt the North, who 
claim that Congress jiossess some (lower upon 
tho subject,than Mr. YVebster sup|K>sctl, still 
I have not the slightest doubt luit the substan¬ 
tial, iqieralive, anil controlling sentiment nl the 
North, is such as hcdescriheil it. Among the 
political parly with which I huvo always been 
associated, I hazard nothing in saying, (lint 
there exists the greatest unanimity. There is, 
therefore, no ground for apprehension ujmn this 
|>oinl. 

In regard lo the other branch of the suhjocl, 
(the question of abolition in (lie Dii-trict o'. 
Columbia,) the case is substantially the same, 
(hough its nature is entirely different. Il is 
true that |iclilions from the North have, for se¬ 
veral sessions been presented to Congress, 
praying lor the abolition of sluvery in the Dis¬ 
trict; nnd I am nwaro bow much you appre¬ 
hend from this inode of ugitutiug the subject. 
But I submit to you, whether thecourso which 
has hitherto been pursued in respect to lliosc 
applications, is not sufficient lo counteract 
what ever effect their presentation may have 
produced. One or two facts will place the 
matter ill a clcur light. When the lute Presi¬ 
dent Adams, in 1832, presented to tho House 
of Representatives several |>etitions which had 
been conimi.leJ lo his charge, asking, among 
other things, for the abolition of slavery in the 
District of Columbia, lie expressed his views 
upon that branch of the petitions, in the fol- 
lowingexplicit and strong terms: “As to the 
other prayer of 111 ? petitions, tho abolition by 
Congressof slavery in the District of Columbia, 
il had occurred lo him (lint tho j*ctitiens might 
have been committed lo his charge, under mi 
ox|iectatioii that it would receivo his counte¬ 
nance and support. He deemed it therefore, 
his duly todnclnrn that it would not. YVImt- 
ever might he his opinion of slavery in Iho ab¬ 
stract, or of slavery in the District of Colum¬ 
bia, it was a subject which he hoped would not 
he discussed in that House; if it should be lie 
might |ierhups assign the reason why he could 

f ;ive it nn countenance or siqqiort. At present, 
to would only suy lo the Houso, and to the 
worthy citizens who had committed llioir peti¬ 
tion to his charge, that the most salutary med¬ 
icines, unduly administered, were tho most 
deadly of |K)isons.” 

The |M!iitions were referred to the Commil- 
tco on the District, who ro|>orted agninst any 
inlclerence, until tho wisdom of the Stute Go¬ 
vernments shall have devisod some practicable 
means of diminishing or eradicating the evil 
comjiluinedof. This'report was adopted by 
the House, without a division. I pass over the 
interval between that period anil the lust ses¬ 
sion,without other notice than simply to remind 
you, that no ground wns taken during that in¬ 
terval, inconsistent with what has boon staled. 
At the last session,a similar petition presented lo 
(he House of Representatives, was ordered to 
he laid on tho talile, by a vote of more thun two 
thirds of the members. In the Senate, a course 
similar in its results has been invariably pur¬ 
sued. The |>eti(ions have been referred, with¬ 
out debate, to Iho Committee on the District 
ol Comlumbia, and no further action has been 
had upon them. 

In reference to this whole subject, there is 
another and still more impressive fact, which 
ought not to be overlooked. During that cri¬ 
sis of unprecedented political excitement thro’ 
which we have just passed, although almost ev¬ 
ery other matter was drawn by the force of 
circumstances, into tho vortex of (>arly, every 
question connected with the peculiar institu¬ 
tions and interests of tho South was kept <>ul of 
it, apparently by common consent; and al¬ 
though the names of several southern gentle¬ 
men Itave, during tho present canvass, been 
bnought before llio |Miblic as candidates for the 


ter ho thus expressed himself—and nothing has 
since occurred to change the opinions be then 
entertained: 

"Although my official acts in relation,to tho 
protective system, might well be regarded a* 
rendering tho avowal unnecessary, I think it, 
nevertheless, proper to say, that I believe tho 
establishment of commercial regulations, with 
a view to the encouragement or domestic pro¬ 
ducts, lo be within the constitutional |>o»or of 
Congress. Whilst, however, I entertain this 
opinion, it has never been my wish to see tho 
power in question exercised with an impres¬ 
sive inequality main any portion of our citi¬ 
zens, or tor tho advantage of ono section of the 
Uuion at the expense of another; nq tlie con-. 
trary, I have at nil limes believed it lo be the 
sacred duty of thoso who are intrusted with tho 
Administration oflhe Federal Government, to 
direct its operations in the manner best calou- . 
laleil to distribute, ns equally ns possible, its 
burdens anil blessings among tho several Status 
nnd tho People. My views upon this subject 
were, several years ago, spread before the- 
People of this State, nnd have since been wide¬ 
ly diffused through the medium of the public 
press. My object at tlmt time waa.lo invite Iho 
attention of my immediate constituents to a dis¬ 
passionate consideration of tho subject in its va¬ 
rious bearings, being well assured that such bii 
investigation would bring them to a standard,' 
which, from its moderation and justice, would 
furnish Iho best guarantee for the true inter¬ 
ests of all. If, ns has been supposed, those 
views have contributed in any degree to pro¬ 
duce a state of feeling so much lo he desired, 

I have reason lo bo gratified with the result. 

“The approaching, anil il the policy of the 
present Executive is allowed to prevail, the 
certain nnd speedy extinguishment of the na¬ 
tional debt, has presented an opportunity for 
the more equitable adjustment of the Tariff, 
which lias been nlrcuily embraced by ihwu- 
doption ol a conciliatory measure, the spirit of 
which will, I doubt not, continue to becltcrish- 
cil by all who arc not desirous of advancing 
their private interest nt the sacrifice of those of 
the public, and whnplnccn just value upon 
the jicaco anil harmony ol (he Union. 

“The protective system, and its-proper ad¬ 
justment, became a subject of frequent and un¬ 
necessary consideration whilst I - formed a part 
of I lie cabinet; and the manner in which the 
President proposed lo carry into effect the pol¬ 
icy in relation lo mqiorts, recommended in his 
previous messages, has sinco been- nvowetl, 
with that (rankness which liclongs lo his char- 
niter. To (his end lie recommended “a modi¬ 
fication of the tariff, which should produce a 
reduction of the revenue to Iho wants of the 
Government, and an adjustment of the duty • 
upon iiiqmrls, with a view to equal justico'in • 
relation to ull nur national interests, and to the 
counteraction of foreign policy, so far ns it may 
ho injurious to those interests.” 

“In these sentiments I fully concur; and I 
have been thus explicit in the statement of 
(hem, that there may be no room for misap¬ 
prehension os to my own views u|kiii (he sub¬ 
ject. A sincere and faithful application of 
these principles to our legislation, unwarped by 
private or |K)litical dasign, a restriction of tho 
wants oft ho Government to a simple and*' 
economical adminislrntion which is consistent 
with the purity and stability of the republican 
system; a preference in encouragement given 
to such manufactures as are essential to the na¬ 
tional defence, and its extension to others in 
proportion as they arc adapted to our country, • 
and of which the taw material is produced by 
ourselves with a proper respect for tho fule 
which demands that all taxes should be impos¬ 
ed in projmrlionto the ubility and condition of 
the contributors, would, I am convinced, givo 
ultimate satisfaction to a vast majority of the 
People of the United Stales, and to arrest- that' 
spirit of discontent, which is nmv unhappily 
prevalent, nnd which threatens such extensive 
injury to the institutions ol our country." 

Mr. Y’an Buren’s personal feelings havo 
been at all times adverse (o (lie high tariff 
policy; and while ha has always endeavored, 
m the discharge of his official duties, lu caYry 
into effect thu wishes of his immediate con¬ 
stituents, lie tins left no pnqier Occasion un¬ 
improved to moderate their demands, and to 
bring their wishes to tho stundard spoken of in 
the above extract. It is not to be doubted tlmt 
his efforts in this respect have largely contrib¬ 
uted to the change nl public opiniou, which has 
taken plnco in his own State, on this inletfcsl- 
ing subject. In the month of July, 182T, ho' 
attended a meeting held in the city of Albany*, 
for llio purpose of appointing delegates to- it- * 
tend the Harrisburg Convention, ami addres-’ 
soil tho meeting on the whole suhjoct, anil 
particularly in explanation of the course'Pre¬ 
viously pursued by himself.

IV. internal Improvwsente .—The vote given 
by Mr. V. B. in favour of the erection of gates 
spas Ike Cumberland road,is usually referred 
toby bis opponents in the South, as furnishing 
tfat standard of his opinions concerning the pow - 
era of the Federal Government upon the sub¬ 
jects af Internal Improvements; and is not un 
frequently made the subject of the most vehe- 
racat denunciations. Kit her from the unex- 
ceptabie character of his political career, or 
amaa other cause, it has usually so hap|iened, 
that in the points in which he has been mod 
bitterly assailed, he has, in the sequel, !>een 
found to be least vulnerable. I deceive myself 
rrnstly, if such shall not ultimately be the case 
u the present instance. In a note to a speech 
delivered by Mr. Van Buren in tbe Senate of 
the United States, oa the powers of I be Vice 
President, and in which he pives his views at 
Writ* upon constitutional principles, and con- 
deiana, in the stiongest terms, the Istitudinari- 
aa opinions of the llien existing administration, 
•poa the subject of Internal Improvements, he 
Une sneaks of the vote m question, and of his 
official course upon the subjec t in general. 

“Mr. Van Buren ts by no means certain 
thnt in this respect he himself has been altoge¬ 
ther without fault. At the very first session 
after be came into the Senate, the knowledge 
of tbe perpetual drain that the Cumberland 
Road was destined to prove upon llie public 
Treasury, unless some means were taken to 
prevent it, and a sincere desire to go at nil 
times, as far at be could consistently with the 
constitution, to aid in the improvement and 
promote the prosperity of the western country, 
land induced him, without full examination * . l0 
rote for a provision authorizing the collection 
of toll on tins road.

No one will doubt, that, il the journals of the 
Senate for seven years to which lie refers, or 
for tbe residue of the period which he served in 
that body.osuid show a single oilier vote in¬ 
consistent with the opinion jvhich, upon full ex¬ 
amination, lie had thus adopted anil avowal, il 
would long since bare been forthcoming.

3d. That if it be tbe wish of tha People that 
the agency of tbe Federal Government should 
lie restricted to the spproprialion of money, 
and extended in Hal form in aidol such under¬ 
lay n .s, when carried on by Slate authority, 
then the occasion, the manner and tbe extent 
of llie appropriation, should be made the sub¬ 
jects of constitutional regulation.’’ 

“In these views I concurred, and I likewise 
parlici|>atcd in the difficulties which were en¬ 
countered and expressed by live President, in 
adopting llie principles which concedes to the 
Federal Government the right to make appro¬ 
priations in aid ol works which might bo re¬ 
garded as ol a national character; difficulties 
which arose as well from the danger of consid¬ 
ering mere usage tbe foundation of tlie right 
as from flic extreme uncertainly ol the best 
rule that had ever been adopted, or that could 
in the absence of a positive constitutional pro¬ 
vision, be establisned. Tlie reasons on which 
these objections were founded, arc ao fully 
staled in tlie document referred,to & have l>e<n 
so extensively promulgated, tlial it is unneces¬ 
sary for me to rejieat mein liere. 
reflection and ex|ierience have 
appreliensions of the injurious consequences 
w hich would flow Ironi llie resumption of ap¬ 
propriations lor internal improvements, with 
no better rule for tbe government of Congress 
than that ol which I have spoken; and I do not 
hesitate to express il, as my opinion, that the 
general and true interests ol llie country would 
be best consulted by withholding them, w ith 
llie exceptions which I have already rolcrred 
to, unlit some constitutional regulation upon 
llie subject lias been n.aJc. 

“In this avowal, I am certainly not Influenc¬ 
ed by feelings of indifference, much less of bos- 
tilty to internal improvements. As such, they 
can have no enemies. I have nsver omitted to 
give them nil the proper aid in my power, for 
which, by llie wav, 1 claim no particular mer¬ 
it, as I do not believe there is un honest and 
sane man in the country wlto does not wish to 
see them prosper; but their own construction, 
nd the manner in w hich, and llie means by

President Jackson has actually effected, 
those be has endeavored to effect, upon this 
(Nat subject. Whilst a member ol his cabinet, 
as one of hit coadjutors and constitutional ad¬ 
visers, and since that connexion was dissolved, 
fay all the means which Ids situation lias al¬ 
lowed him to employ, Uus support has been 
openly and firmly given. In the letter from Mr. 
Van Dsm to the North Carolina Cominillec, 
already referred to, hi* views up oa this subject 
are folly staled by himself: 

"Internal Improvements are so diversified 
io their nature, and the possible agency of the 
Federal Government in their construction so 
variable in its character and degree, as tu ren¬ 
der it mat a little difficult lo lay down any 
precise rule that will embrace tlie whole subject. 
The br o ade st and liest defined division is that 
which d i sti a g uislies between the direct con- 
MtrcI s s r af works of internal improvement 
by the General Government, and pecuniary 
aseietaace given by it lo such as are undertak¬ 
en by others. In tbe former, are included the 
to make sod establish roads and canuls 
within tbe States, and the assumption of as 
much jurisdiction over the territory tliey may 
occupy, as is necessary to their preservation 
and urn; tbe latter is restricted lo simple grants 
of money m aid of such works, when made un- 
dar flute authority. 

"The Federal G overnment does not, in my 
opinion, posse** tlie power first specified; nor 
can il derive it from the Stale in which such 
Works are lo be constructed. Tlie money 
aawrr, as it is called, is not so free from dit- 
lculty. Various rules have, from time lo time 
been suggested by those who prbperly *| 
prociate ll • importance nl precision and cer 
Uinty in the operations ol the federal power. 
But they have been ao frequently infringed ui 
an by the apparently unavoidable action of tl 
Government, that a final anil satisfactory set 
1 lament of the question has been prevented 
The wide difference between e definition of the 
power in question upon paper, and its practical 
application tu the operations of Government, 
has beenaensibly felt by all who have been in¬ 
trusted with tlie management of public affairs. 
Tbe whole subject was reviewed in tlie Presi¬ 
dent** Maysville i message. Sincerely believ¬ 
ing that the heat interests of llie whole country, 
tha quiet, not to say the stability of the Union, 
and the preservation of that moral force which, 
perhapsa much as anr other, holds it together, 
imperiously required that tbe destructive course 
of legislation upon that subject, then prevalent, 
should, in some pnqier and constitutional way, 
be averted, I throughout, gave to the measure 
«f which that document waa an exposition, my 
active, meafous, and anxious support. 

*‘Tht opinions declared by tbe President in 
lea Maysville and his succeeding annual mes- 
mgl, as’lunderstand them, are as follows: 1 st.

w bich they <jro lo be effected, are quite differ 
ent questions. Rather than again expose our le¬ 
gislation to all llie corrupting influences ol those 
scrambles and combinations in Congress, which 
tiavc been heretofore witnessed, and the oilier 
affairs ol the country, to llie injurious effects 
unaioidably resulting from them, il would, in 
my opinion, be infinitely preferable lo leave 
works ol'the character S|ioken of, and not cm 
braced in the exception which has been |ioinlc-d 
out, fur llie present, tu tlie supports upon which 
tliey have re|K>sal with so much success for the 
last two years, viz: State efforts, and private 
enterprise. Il llie great body of llie People l>e- 
come convinced that the progress ol these 
works should be accelerated by the federal 
arm, they will not refuse lo come to some pro¬ 
per constitutional arrangement upon the sub¬ 
ject. The sup|KMilion that an equitable rule, 
which pays a proper respect to tlie interests 
and condition ol tlie different State*, could fail 
to receive, ull.mately, the constitutional sanc¬ 
tion, would be doing injustice to the intelli¬ 
gence of tlie country. By such a settlement of 
the question, our political system, in addition to 
ti e other advantages derived from it,. would in 
relation lo this subject at least, lie relieved Irani 
tliose dangerous slmcks, which spring from di¬ 
versities nl opinion upon constitutional points 
ol deep interest, and, in tl.e meantime, tlie re¬ 
sources of the country would be best husband¬ 
ed by lieing left in llie bands of those by whose 
labor they are produced.’’ 

It will be perceived, Ironi (he above extract, 
iliat in the opinions thus expressed by Mr. I an 
Buren, be went even beyond llie grounds ta¬ 
ken in the May sidle message. In that cele¬ 
brated document, the President expressed an 
opinion, that appropriations for ohjccls which 
might be deemed lo be a national diameter, 
should, with certain enumerated exceptions, lie 
deferred until the national debt was paid, and 
iliat in tlie meantime tlie occasion, tlie manner, 
and extent of such appropriations, slaiuld he 
made the subjects ol general regulation by 
law. Mr. Van Buren in 1832 went one step 
further, and declared his opinion, Iliat appro¬ 
priations for improvements, even of this nature, 
ought tu lie willilicld until an amendment ol 
the Constitution, expressly authorizing and 
gululing them, should lie made. In hr* last 
message, llie President, U|>on a further view uf 
the whole ground, lias also aifopted and an¬ 
nounced substantially the same conclusion. 

V. Tlit Bank of the United Statu. —Mr. 
Van Ruren’s opinions in regard to the Bank of 
Ihe United Stales, were expressed in the Sen¬ 
ate of tlie United States in 1828—repeated in 
his letter to the Stiocco Springs Committee, 
whilst a candidate for the Vice Presidency— 
and have licen so freely uttered by him, dial 
there cannot, I Ihink, lie occasion lo say much 
u|mn Iliat subject. But lo close lira door to 
cavil, I stale, 1st. Thai he Isolde* that Congress 
does not possess the power to establish a Na¬ 
tional Bank, in any of tlie States of the Union, 
nor to establish, in such States, the Branch of 
any Bank located in die District of Columbia. 
And 2d. That he is, therefore, decidedly op¬ 
posed to Ihe establishment of a National Bank 
in any of the Stales; anil is also opposed lo the 
establishment ol any such Bunk in tlie District 
of Columbia, as unnecessary and inexpedient, 
and as liable to a great proportion of theahuves 
which have, in his opinion, been practised in 
the existing Bank.—The most sedulous efforts 
have been made to pro|Mgate the belief, that, 
in their opposition tn die present Bank, Mr. 
Van Buren and his New York friends have 
been mainly influenced by die desire of (rani 
ferring (he institution from Philadelphia In N 
York —or to use tbe language of die day, Irom 
Chestnut street tu Wall street; and your Slate 
has been a principal theatre tor this attempt. 
Nothing, I assure you can l>e more unjust to¬ 
wards Mr. Van Buren and his political friend* 
than this imputation. I am fully warranted in 
pronouncing il lo be an, by frequent and fee* 
personal communications with Mr. V. B. by all 
the facts and circumstances which have come 
to my knowledge since tlie subject of die Bank 
ha* been under discussion. Fortunately for 
llie cause of Inith, this matter need not lie led 
tn rest alone upon testimony of this character. 
On the 30th ot January, 1834, Mr. Wright, 
of New York, tbe personal and political friend 
of Mr. Van Buren, declared, in bis place in 
Ihe Senate of tbe U. S , what he understood lo 
be (be opinions of die Democracy of N. York, 
upon this head. The concurrence of Mr. Van 
Buren in tbeae views, was freely expressed and 
very generally understood by all parties 
Congress. Tlie product ion of any act nr decla 
ration ol bis, or any or his friends in Congi 
inconsistent with these opinions, may be aafel 
challenged. But this is not all. In tbe mi 
die of January, 1834. alter die pressure in the 
money market bad become quite severe, and 


after Mr. Clay's resolutions had been for <tm>e 
days under discussion, and the debate had be¬ 
gun to assume its most exciting character, 

Mr. Van Buren was informed, that a meeting 
of a few of tbe business men of the city ofTIew 
York, conqoscd both of Iriends and opponents 
ol die existing Bank in that city, had beea^eld 
at tbe residence of one of the most respectable 
citizens to deliberate u|«n the existing crisis; 
and iliat, umfel the impression that a Bank 
might be so constituted as to obviate Ihe Presi¬ 
dent’s objection*, tliey hud ultimately agreed to 
unite io a memorial to Congress, for a new 
Bank lo be established in die city ut N. York. 
Tliese proceedings were announced to Mr. 

Van Buren, by Jlr. Thomas Scffern, a highly 
respectable merchant, and personal and politi¬ 
cal Iriend, who had fora moment, yielded his 
assent to this plan, in a fetter dated tbe 12lb of 
January, 1834, which was received oo tha 14th, 
and replied tn next day. I am enabled to give 
you a copy ot this letter. Il will speak far it¬ 
self : * 

“Washington, Jan. 15th, 1834. 
“Dear Sir:—I received last evening your 
letter of the 12th inst., in which you apprize 
me of your intention to unile with some of die 
Iriends of llie present Bank, in en application 
lo Congress for Ihe incorporation ol a new one, 
lo hare its principal seat at New York. I will 
not conceal from you, my dear sir, my regret 
that you should have been able to bring your 
mind to this conclusion. Tlie right to make 
such an application is certainly oj*n to all our 
citizens, and I have surely no disposition to 
prevent or enibanas* its exercis-. Those wlio 
know me, will not, I am confident, suspect me 
ol such presumption. Bui, as it has keen 
llmught proper to advise me, in advance of die 
contemplated movement, l slioutd lie wanting 
in candor and I think in duly also, if I left y ou 
lor a moment uninformed of my sentiments up¬ 
on this subject. The application of which you 
i|ieak,couUI serve nu oilier {nil pose than to aid 
(lie existing Bank in die efforts il is making to 
obtain an extension of its charter, anil to ex- 
|iuse the motives ol the opponent* of tlie Bank 
who unite in il, to Ihe imputation (doubtless in 
tlie present case an unjust one) of having been 
influenced in llieir opposition by selfish motives. 

UI this, I have not Ihe slightest doubt. And 
witliout having communicated with the mem¬ 
bers, or laying claim lo information that is not 
open lo all attentive observers, I cannot hesi¬ 
tate in believing, that it would lie impossible to 
obtain a dozen voles in favor of such a proposi¬ 
tion, in both branches ol tlie National Legisla¬ 
ture. At all events, I think it pro|ier lo say to 
you, that it could not receive citlicr counte¬ 
nance or sup|iort Irom me. I could not act o- 
thervvi*e willmul a diqiarture from principles 
w hich I sincerely entertain, which lave been 
avowal lo the people before my election, and 
much I feel it to be a sacred duty tu main¬ 
tain inviolate. 

It is not jKissildc Iliat any one could take a 
deeper interest in tlie welfare of your cily , or 
feel more pride in its unexampled success ami 
present prosperity , than I do. All that I can 
m lure with propriety accomplish, to carry it 
f irvvaril to that still greater elevation which is 
its unavoidable destiny, I stand ready lo per¬ 
form. The sup|X>rl of die proposed measure is 
not of that character; and will not, I ain Jier- 
suudal, ii|H>n reflection, be desired at my hands, 
eillier by yourselfor by the great laxly ol your 
citizens. I have formed a very erroneous esti¬ 
mate uf (lie cliaradcr of lie Iriends ol (lie Ad¬ 
ministration in New York, among whom, 
with great pleasure, I recognise yourself, if, 
u|kjii a lull view of llie circumstances, tliey can 
l>« imbu ed to bring in question, ir. this way 
the jMirily and disinterestedness of the stand 
which tliey liavc so nobly taken in support of 
die I’resiiient, in his |inlrinlic efforts tu rid the 
country of an institution so formidable and 
dangerous, and which it obviously seeking to 
make an issue of {tower last ween its govern¬ 
ment, and dial which the people have estab¬ 
lished. 

"I am, my dear sir, very ronliallv your*, 

M. VAN BIKEN." 

The senlimcnls contained in his answer lo 
Mr. Suffcrn, were avowed in conversation bv 
Mr. Vail Buren w tliout reserve. Understand 
ing Irom Oil. Ilciitun, during the debate on 
Mr. Clay’s revolutions, that iillempls had l<een 
lo impress Inin w ith the belief that Mr. Van 
Buren and the New York delegation enter¬ 
tained the selfish views of which I urn qleak¬ 
ing, the Vice President fortliwtill placed in his 
hands a copy ofliis letter to Mr. bnlTern, with 
|iermissio<i to slmw it tn whomsoever he pleas¬ 
ed. liclore quitting this subject, it is due to 

Mr Suffc.n,&tliefew |xilil c I fiend* n IO icted 
with him, to state that, having liegun lo iloulit 
I the propriety of the step tliey were aland la- 
1 king, lliey had, lielorc llie receipt of Mr. Vuit 
Bureu’s letter, xus|x:ndcd all further proceed 
iugs; end that they ultimately abandoned it en¬ 
tirely,and have ever since, so laras lean learn, 
l>eun among the decided opponents of any Nu 
tional Bank. 

Having thus given you the fact* upon the 
several |K)inls mentioned in your letter, and ill 
the other communications addressed to me, I 
have only In add, that I have the honor to be.

Gentlemen : I have had the hxmor to receive 
your letter, informing me that I have been no¬ 
minated by die recent Republican Convention 
at Baltimore, as a candidate for the office 
Vice President. 

For this expression of confidence from (he 
Republican party ol Ihe Union, 1 have not 
language lo express my gratuude. For the 
exalted talents, jmre character, and sound prin¬ 
ciples of the gentleman, whose name was 
brought in com|xdilion with mine, no man cun 
have a higher rcsjiect than myself; and had he 
been preferred by the Convention, it would 
have afforded me llie higliesl pleasure lo give 
him my cordial supporl. To my greater age 
and longer public service, and not lo su{*erior 
qualifications, can 1 attribute the preference 
of the Convention: and if any injury should ac- 
Irurc to tlie Republican cause Irani that prefer¬ 
ence, no man will deplore il more than mysell. 
As, however the Convention were undoubted¬ 
ly belter qualified to judge on that point, than 
one or a few individual* possibly can be, I 
have bul tn accept the proffered nomination 
and resign mysell to the will ol the People, as 
il may be expressed at the |x>IU. The gratifi¬ 
cation I feel at the honor done me is not un- 
mingled with regret—a regret, arising not 
from the preference of anollier by a (xirlion of 
the Convention, but from the error under 
which they ap|>ear to have labored in relation 
lo my political principles. 1 do not know 
mysell, if my pintiple* do not accord with 
tliose of Thomas Jefferson, the Patriarch of 
Republicanism, and his disciples who constitu¬ 
ted the late Convention. During almost the 
whole period comprised in the Administrations 
ol Jefferson, Madison, and Monrix:, I was a 
member of Congress and gave litem my cordial 
•up|x>rt. From the earliest moment,lunilhrm- 
ly acted with llie Republican party, founded 
on Ihe principles ascrled by Virginia in 179S, 
and never willdield my support on any occa¬ 
sion, Irom eillier of the distinguished men, who, 
succession, became the representatives ot 


vprcsei 

these principles at the brad of llie Government, 
save only in the struggle of 1814, ’15, and ’10, 
lor llie establishment of a National Bank. 
President Madison llien, and many of my Re¬ 
publican ass*x:iutcs in Congress, who concurred 
with mo in principle, fell themselves constrain¬ 
ed to yield up llieir objections tn what tliey 
cixisilercd Ihe highest law—pul lie necessity. 

I continued lo lielieve llie remedy worse than 
Ihe disease. I hud voted against the recharter 
if die old Bank of the United Stales, in 1811, 
from a conviction of its dangerous tendencies 
as well as its unconstitutionalily l pon the 
same grounds I fell constrained to vote against 
die establishment of the present Bank in 181G, 
although advocated by Ihe Administration to 
which I was ultacheif. 

I voted against the hill lo recharter this 
Bank in 1832. In 1834, I voted (or Mr 

Polk’s resolution, declaring, that the Bank ol 
llie United Stales ought not lo be rechurtered 
and I defended the President’s measure in re¬ 
gard to the remuvulol the Public l)c|x>sites, ut 
every point at which il Was assailed, with a 
view lo sever llie connexion lielwecn the Go¬ 
vernment and the Bunk, anil lo make sure of 
a final deliverance from the Institution. In¬ 
deed, I have never wavered in my opinion a 
gainst its constitutionality, and have never seen 
the moment when I would have given my vole 
for any similar institution. I cannot conceive 
how itic npiiiii.it got abroad that I was in favor 
uf the Bunk, or of any such unconstitutional 
illono|xily, unless it lie from the circumstance 
that I did nut, with Ihe ardor ol younger (xili- 
liciuns, pledge myself against every imssilde 
substitute lor the present Bank. General 
Jackson, in one ol his annual messages, sug 
gcslctl the outline of a substitute without stex k- 
holdcrs, or {xiwcr lo make loans, us I under¬ 
stood il; and in his veto message, he declared 
that lie could have furnished a plan which 
would not be liable to constitutional objections. 
Many of his friends believed that it would lie 
absolutely necessary to have some substitute, 
and suggested a variety ol schcmc*. To hII these 
I listened, without giving my nssent lo any; and 
never foru moment (lidf harbor u thought of pro¬ 
mising or supporting any one,except in the event 
of failure in the experiment louse tlieS. Banks; 

& then only such a scheme as should he entirely 
free from constitutional objections, and have the 
approbation ol IhcA diniiii.slrudoiixuid the Re¬ 
publican parly. 

The recent dnvelo|>eiiienls of die power of 
doing mischief {Kwccssed by a National Bank, 
anil the uncontrollable tendency to use this 
|iowcr In direcl Ihe |xilitics ol die country, have 
salisliod me that no such institution should be 
loluratc-d, under any circumstances. The 
facility and success with which the puldic 
business has recently been done through the 
Stale Banks, have, io my opinion, proved lliul 
u Nutkxml institution is a* unnecessary as it is 
unsale and uncnnslitulinnal. 

In relation to the tariff, my views appear 
ulso not to be umlerstixxl. At the close uf the 
last war, the general sentiment seemed lo pre¬ 
vail among our eminent statesmen, cs|iceially 
those who had sup|x>rted the Government in 
that conflict; that it was die true {xilicy of the 
Government so to regulate the tariff, us to 
promote the establishment of manufactures, 
within (Mir iHinlers. In this opinion, many of 
tlie statesmen from tlie South united with those 
of tlie midil.e and -western States. W illmut 
being distinguished as a peculiar advocate of 
the course of legislation which grew up under 
these circumstances, I gave it my supjiort in 
pursuance of public opinion. As soon, how 
ever, as I perceived the dangers which were 
likely lo grow out of litis species of legislation 
{lushed to excess, I became an advocate for the 
reduction of die tariff, and voted for every pro¬ 
position having that end in view, down to 
anil including the compromise, which, was 
made ut the session of 1832-3. That com¬ 
promise ought to be considered by all gixxl 
citizens as putting nn end lo (lie question. No 
prudant end patriotic innn will,I am sure, ever 
attempt a renewal of that *|iccies nl legislation. 
For mysell, I can sincerely suy, that I should 
consider any attempt of that sort as savouring 
of enmity to the government, inasmuch us it 
is unnecessary as a measure nf policy, and 
would certainly revive a controversy more 
dangerous to our Union than any other which 
has arisen since the adoption of the Feilerul 
Constitution. Tlie preservation of the Union 
and the harmony of its members, are incom¬ 
parably mure important Ilian uny system 
legislation which regards only (lie pecuniary 
interests of a |x>rlk>n ol the jieople. 

Tbe same remarks are applicable in a great 
degree, to the subject of mternul improve¬ 
ments. In relation lo them, it may also be 
observed, that llie success of die several Stales 
in llieir prosecution, and the great local inter¬ 
ests vested In them, together with the considers 
ation that tlie States manage llieir roncerni

COL. JOHNSON’S LETTER. 

We are obliged to Mr. Stevenson for I 
following interesting rorre*|x)nili;nce.

From the Baltimore Chronicle to 
THE TORNADO. 

The late severe Tornado which visited New 
Brunswick, has been more destructive dun we 
had apprehended. Il is sup|msc-d that near one 
hundred and fifty houses were destroyed, anil 
that the loss ol property may be estimated at 
one hundred thousand dollras. Several lives 
were lost, and many ixirsons seriously injured 

The storm was most terrific,anil has not lelt a 
tree or bouse standing in its passage. It first 
made its np|x:arnnce with the falling oficu,uml 
un reaching the hill ut New Brunswick, it re¬ 
mained, says Ihe Brunsw ick Times, apparently 
fixed lor a minute or two, presenting the ap¬ 
pearance ol a pillar of fire—its base resting on 
Ihe earth, and its top reaching a mass uf black 
clouds. 

We copy the following account from the 
New York Gazette: 

Among the extraordinary occurrences, which 
took place on this nielanclxily occasion, the 
lateol’dio son of William G. Dunham (a small 
lad) was the most singular. 

He was taken off die piazza of the house 
corner of New and Georgo streets, carried in 
the air a distance ol^ three hundred yards and 
I. 




something the appearance of a smothered f UP 
and was mistaken for il. I saw what it was 
and ran into die house and cloerd all the win¬ 
dows before it readied us. Tlie whole atmos¬ 
phere was filled with fragments of limber, &c. 

—In a moment tlie house opposite was unroof, 
ed , as if it liad lieen covered with paper. The 
house in which I was, being at die edge of 
the current, cscajied uninjured, save that a ras¬ 
ter from the root ol a house about halt a mile 
distant, thirty feet long, struck the edge of die 
window tearing away the brick work and 
demolishing the sash uml | assed into the waft 
of the room. 

The track of die Tornado was from North¬ 
west to southeast, and Irom a minute in vest j. 
galion of its effects, d«x* not ap(iear io have 
lieen of the nature of a whirlwind ordinarily io 
culled. The violence ap|iears lo liavc been 
produced not from u whirling motion, hut from 

two currents rushing towards each other_at 

the same time having an onward motion. In 
the centre uf tho track die force appear* o 
have l>eeu upwards, will) something nf a Whirl¬ 
ing movement. The fads which substantiate 
this opinion are these. Intlie town wherever 
a building lias lieen moved, if it was at theoh-o 
of the current, its direction was inward* 
if at the centre, onward*. But |Ix;m 
effects are more strmgly marked in tie 
woods, where the direction of almost every 
tree accords with tins statement—at the ex'- 
trenie edge the trees are nearly ut right angles 
with the course, sloping more as you proceed 
towards Ihe centre, where there is sonic intiln- 
sion, but the direction is almost invariul ly with 
the current. 

A gentleman of our acquaintance, wlxi hap¬ 
pened to be in New Brunswick during tho 
tornado, remarked lo us, that previous °lo its 
commencement, the atmosphere was usual 
heavy, and respiration was with the greatest 
oppression. Tliere was, said he, many a ui) - 
tcrious dread, or su|x:rnalurat feeling or some¬ 
thing unusual alxHil to ixcur. 

When the intelligence of the disaster reach¬ 
ed t’rinceton, several of the Prelessors of diu 
College immediately proceeded to the siene of 
devastation. They made a minute examina¬ 
tion ol the S|Kil visited hy the tornado, and will 
doubtless furnish the puldic with un interesting 
scientific statement on the subject of this oc¬ 
currence—the like of which bus never before 
occurred m (his latitude. 

As some |iersons may be dis|«oscd to doubt 
the account respecting the fact Dunham, we 
will merely state that during a whirlwind which 
occurred in Burgundy in 1755, the particular* 
of which are given hy Abbe Richard, it is sta¬ 
ted that “two men were enveloped in llie whirl¬ 
wind and carried lo a distance, willxiutexpe- 
ricncing any injury; a young sheplierd was 
lifted high in the air, and thrown u|xm the 
banks of the river—yet his fall was not violent 
the whirlwind having placed him on a verge 
where it ceased to act.” The case of the shep¬ 
herd is precisely similar lo dial of young Dun¬ 
ham, and in fact the whole account oflhca- 
Ixive mentioned tornado whic h tixik place in 
the town of Alirubcau, hears u surprising sim¬ 
ilarity to the one we have just related.”

On being questioned as to lus feelings,he staled 
that he recollected {Kissing through tho top of a 
willow tree, and that the sensation produced 
by being carried up in tho whirljxxil was like 
Iliat of l>eiug pulled in contrary directions. 

A bedstead was taken from tha third story 
of a liouse in Schureman street, carried a dis¬ 
tance of two hundred yards, and lauded in 
Burnet street, without having sustained die 
sliglitesfeinjury. A carpel ling and some bed¬ 
ding were carried from, tkc garret of Dr, 
Janewut*s house to tho river, a distance ol 
nearly half a mile. Some of the roots were 
conveyed across (ho river and canal into the 
woods, where they were collected together by 
a party ol Penobscot Indians, who were livin" 
there, for the pur|x>se of erecting sliandes. A 
cow was killed in die street, w liich a woman 
taut lieen milking a lew seconds before. 

Alter leaving New Brunswick, Ilia tornado 
passed dow n die river u short distance, llien 
uxik a course across llie river and passing over 
the farm of Jumcs T. Dunn, loro up several 
trees hy the roots, luid all his nut buildings in 
ruins, without doing llie slightest damage to 
liis dwelling. It llien passed down to die farm 
of J net Randal, and carried away pari of the 
root and gable end ofliis dwelling.—Thence its 
course was over Piscatuwuy, u small town, 
containing atioul a dozen houses, situated two 
mile* from New Brunswick. Here, every 
building except two in llie place, including tin 
Episco{Nil Church, was demolished. Wo re 
grelto uihl, that Mr. Thomas W IIar|>er,(il 
New York, was killed by tieing struck on tin 
head with u twain.—We understand that Mr 
11 . liad just received die deed id some pro|icrly 
which he Ituil lieen purchasing, and dial hi 
visit lo Piscaluway wus for the purpose of mak 
ing some arrangements respecting it.
